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has raced so successfully in offshore races in her first season. 
Noted successes have been in the White Island race first home 
and second overall, Balokovic Cup third home and _ first 
overall, Yates Cup (200 miles) first home and fourth overall. 
A late entry in the Auckland-Suva race she will be one of 


the favourites for handicap honours. 
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THE third Auckland-Suva yacht 
race is scheduled to start off 
Orakei Wharf at 1 p.m. on Saturday 
April 19. The starting time was orig- 
inally to be 10 am. but as the 
Atlantic offshore power boat race is 
scheduled for the same date at the 
same time the committee of the 
Royal Akarana Yacht Club, who in 
conjunction with the Royal Suva 
Yacht Club conduct the race, pru- 
dently decided to make the change. 


In the two previous races the 
fleets struck a bad storm two days 
out. In the first race held in 1956, 
four of the 13 entries had to return 
to the N.Z. coast with damage to 
sails and other gear. In the 1966 
race the hard blow caused the re- 
tirement of Huia and Satanita with 
broken topmasts and the eventual 
sinking of Tatariki, a veteran of 
many local ocean races. 


Three of this year’s entries — 
Stella Neus skippered by R. K. 
Jones, Red Feather D .L. Hazard, 
and Falcon B. Walden — will be 
more than ready for all conditions 
as they also competed in the last 
event. Pono was also an entry in the 
previous race but this time she will 
have a different skipper. 
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By closing date on Janury 19, 30 
entries had been received and the 
number was expected to rise by 
March 19, final day for late entries. 
With such a field you would need a 


crystal ball to pick the winners. Pre- 
start favourite for line honours must 
be the big one Kahurangi sailed by 
Bill Wilson. In her first ocean race, 
Whangarei to Noumea, Kahurangi 
finished fourth and she has taken 
line honours in the last three Balo- 
kovic Cup races. If there is plenty 
of windward work, she will be hard 
to beat. 


Doug Reid’s Myth of Arran must 
also be in the running for line hon- 
ours. Although this will be her first 
ocean race, she has always been well 
up in local offshore races and will 
be especially dangerous if condi- 
tions are fresh and it is eased sheets 
all the way. 


Brian O’Donoghue’s Tarua which 
took handicap honours in the first 
Whangarei-Noumea race has a very 
experienced crew and will most cer- 
tainly be in the running. 


Concord, a sistership to Rainbow 
II will be sailed by Mark Williams 
who has crewed and navigated on 
Fidelis in several races. 

An interesting entry is Dr John 
Franklin Evans’ Kochab II former- 
ly Starfire of Kent and sistership of 
Starfire of Perth which did well in 
the Sydney-Hobart race. 


H. E. Godden’s Kaleena the 37ft 
Australian entry is in the popular 
size for handicap honours and has 
sailed in more ocean races than any 
other entry. 


Two Stewart 34s are entered, Mil- 
ton Miller’s Poseidon and Shorty 
Mills’ Pavo from Tauranga. In a 
hard breeze they could be a force to 
be reckoned with. 
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Favourite for Suva line honours must be Kahurangi (opposite page) sailed by Bill Wilson, though Stella Neus 


(above) has been before 


and will be more than ready for all conditions. Morley Sutherland (top) takes Maririe, one of three ferro-cement entries, while Lin Carmichael 
(lower picture), one of the race’s most experienced skippers, could well make Castanet a threat to them ail. 


Peter Southey’s new Smith design 
Intruder has showed promise this 
season and will be another in the 
running for handicap honours.

Contessa, a new boat this season 
skippered by Warwick White, is the 
first Townson design to enter an 
ocean race and her performance will 
be watched with interest. 

Falcon, the only ferro-cement 
boat in the 1966 race will have two 
others to keep her company this 
year. Morley Sutherland’s Matangi 
Maririe and Alan Wallis’ new boat 
Shi Bui from Whangarei. The only 
Wellington entry is Brian Millar’s 
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Arapawa which won the recent Ho- 
bart-Wellington race.

THE usual application of rocket 

theory to water-jet drive is basic- 
ally false; the water-jet drive is not a 
motor while the rocket is. The 
water-jet is only part of the propul- 
sion system and would more rightly 
qualify as a pump. Admittedly it is 
a very specialised pump and in this 
respect not unlike the conventional 
propeller. 

But it is easy to find the funda- 
mental difference by considering 
the working of the various propul- 
sive systems; the rocket — or aero- 
plane jet for that matter — trans- 
forms chemical energy stored in the 
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fuel directly into kinetic energy (the 
jet-stream) and does so at fairly 
high efficiency. The water-jet drive 
not unlike the conventional propel- 
ler, transforms one sort of kinetic 
energy (revolving shaft) into an- 
other sort of kinetic energy (jet- 
stream). 


The starting point (energy stor- 
ed in fuel) and end product (jet- 
stream) are the same but the water- 
jet drive gets results in a rather 
roundabout way and has to accept 
the penalty of extra losses. Obvious- 
ly the theory of rockets does not 
apply for a device which depends 
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is it? 


on a separate unit for conversion 
from chemical to kinetic energy 
(the engine) and which has to fall 
back on an extra step of conversion 
from one sort of kinetic energy to 
another in order to get the jet- 
stream. 


The internal combustion engine 
is a poor energy converter and the 
subsequent steps of mechanical en- 
ergy converters (propellers and 
ducts) tend to pile up the losses. 
The theory of rockets is invariably 
optimistic in predicting the effici- 
ency of the water-jet drive because 
it could be applied to pure reaction 
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drive only, which the water-jet is 
not. The water-jet is a ducted pro- 
peller system and is, technically, a 
way-out propeller. 


Fig. 1. presents the actual effi- 
ciency of three various propulsive 
systems (1) conventional propeller 
drive (2) hypercavitating propeller 
drive (3) water-jet drive. The pre- 
sentation is simple; the efficiency of 
the drive in % is plotted against 
the speed of the boat. Still some 
qualification is necessary before we 
start to apply the data to any prac- 
tical problem. We have to keep in 
mind that the diagram presents the 
efficiency of the drive itself and 
mechanical losses associated with 
the particular drive — if any, are 
NOT shown. An example will clari- 
fy this: 

The estimated speed of our boat 
will be 15 knots or closely around, 
what drive will give optimum per- 
formance? 


Totally misleading 


Our chart at 15 knots reads 
70% efficiency for the convention- 
al propeller and 40% approx ef- 
ficiency for both the hypercavitat- 
ing propeller and the water-jet. 
However, although the data is cor- 
rect it is totally misleading unless 
we consider the unavoidable extra 
losses associated with the various 
drives. 


All three drives have to be con- 
nected to the motor and the incur- 
ring losses would vary (gearing, 
shaft-friction, couplings etc). It is 
not widely realised that in the case 
of the conventional propeller instal- 
lation a drop to 50% is not a rarity. 
Applying this correction to the 70% 
efficiency of the conventional drive 
we would find the more realistic 
figure of 35% approx. This would 
be the efficiency of the drive in 
practice, meaning that 35 effective 
hp keeps the boat moving if power- 
ed by a low BHP engine. 


We have found before that both 
the supercavitating propeller and 
the water-jet have an efficiency of 
40% at the speed we are discussing. 
It follows that this efficiency rat- 
ing, too, is rather optimistic for the 
same reason. Still there is a differ- 
ence; water-jet could be designed 
for direct drive thus cutting the los- 
ses considerably and the same goes 
for the hypercavitating propeller

even at this comparatively low speed, 
Fifteen knots appears to be a mar- 
ginal case where all three drives 
would have closely the same effici- 
ency in practice. 


Fig I shows that the efficiency 
of the drive varies with the speed 
of the boat as does the efficiency of 
the complete unit. Try to apply the 
simple calculation we did for 15 
knots to other speeds of interests 
and you find that (1) Nothing can 
beat the conventional propeller drive 
if the speed drops under 15 knots. 
If the speed is habitually less than 
15 knots then water-jet drive would 
suit only boats with special con- 
sideration (Catcher in the November 
1968 issue of SEA Spray). (2) 
Over 15 knots the water-jet is sup- 
erior to conventional propeller drive 
unless the conventional installation 
is unusually free of coupling losses. 
Over 40 knots speed the superiority 
of the water-jet is beyond any doubt. 
(3) Comparison between the hyper- 
cavitating propeller and the water- 
jet is a rather delicate process. Be- 
tween 15 knots and 90 knots the 
hypercavitating propeller has the 
higher efficiency as shown by Fig 1 
The maximum difference between 
the two drives appears at 50 knots 
where efficiency of the hypercavitat- 
ing prop is nearly 70% and that of 
the water-jet 56%. As we know, 
the given efficiency figures will be 
reduced by the losses of couplings. 


The efficiencies of the two drives 
are very close to each other and the 
actual efficiency of any of them will 
be’ much influenced by individual 
design. Full analysis with all the 
necessary data available would show 
that neither could be preferred in 
general because they so easily trade 
places on the slightest change in 
actual design. 
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Roerced years ago the White- 
hall rowing dinghy was seen just 
about everywhere on the harbours 
of Boston and New York; fast, dur- 
able, reliable, it was the ideal tender, 
earning its keep in anything from 
sunshine to a squall. 

Nowadays, of course, rowing 


dinghies rarely attract much enthu- 
siasm — except as a handy fibre-

glassed means of getting from beach 
to boat without wet feet. 


Unless, of course, you’re a real 
enthusiast, like Gordon Hill of 
Auckland. He wanted to spend a 
few winter evenings getting some ex- 
perience in lofting, took the lines of 
a traditional 14ft American White- 
hall dinghy from a book and, when 
all the lines were faired in, decided 
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Owner-builder Gordon Hill (top) 


he might as well complete the job 
and build it. 


The construction used by Mr Hill 
was sprung plank hog and keel from 
stem to transom, clinker planking 
out of plywood, the shell weighing 
120ib and the finished boat, less 
loose gear, 157lb. The lines are ex- 
tremely fine, the entrance hollow 
and, with its wine glass transom and 
strong sheer, the boat is a real good- 
looker. Height of bow is 25in and 
transom 23in, with a 4ft 3in beam 
and 14ft length. Mr Hill added a 
2thp Seagull, offset to one side and 
this pushes the boat up to five knots 
at only half throttle—a speed easily 
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maintained even in a head sea. 


As a rowing dinghy, the White- 
hall is a delight and hardly surpris- 
ing that, in the States, doctors are 
recommending rowing one as ideal 
exercise for the over-indulgent exe- 
cutive. “Rowing is what the boat 
was originally designed for,” says 
Mr Hill. “Although I have used 
7ft oars I believe 7ft 6in would 
have been better — and, of course, 
even 7ft 6in would be too short 
when rowing a single oar.” 


Rowing the dinghy is easy and 
calls for an entirely different stroke 
from that used to move the normal 
tender. The Whitehall is dry, rows

quickly, is stable even with three 
adults and a child, and will move at 
least one boat length between 
strokes. 


“I prefer to row rather than use 
the outboard,” says Mr Hill. “For 
anyone who loves the sea and a boat 
with classic lines, the Whitehall is, 
perhaps, the answer. 


“Tn the United States — and to 
a slightly lesser extent in Britain — 
there is something of a swing away 
from fibreglass and the modern, ra- 
ther utilitarian line, back to clinker 
and good, solid hulls. This applies 
to yachts, too, and even the square 
rigger is re-appearing.” 
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ARE YOU BEING FAIR TO 
YOUR FERRO-CEMENT HULL ? 


A. J. Reid, head draughtsman for Hartleys Boat Plans Ltd., advises 
amateur builders of the many small details involved in achieving a 


better finished ferro-cement hull. 


AFTER looking at numerous con- 

crete boats, both professional and 
amateur built, it becomes most obvi- 
ous that a lot must still be done to 
improve the standard of finish. The 
negative attitude of some amateur 
builders that any sort of boat and 
finish is satisfactory can only be 
looked on with amazement. Ignor- 
ance is no excuse for poor work- 
manship. 


The fact remains that these build- 
ers have spent just as much money, 
and taken about the same time to 
complete their boats as the man who 
has done a far superior job. Unfor- 
tunately the resale value of the two 
types does not compare. Some dif- 
ference in finish is to be expected 
as no two people have the same 
ability, but if a builder of one of 
these boats is uncertain as to the 
method of construction or the way 
the job should be tackled, he should 
seek assistance. 


Anyone without experience at 
lofting or working off a set of boat 
lines would be well advised to get 
professional assistance or buy a plan 
that has full size patterns as well as 
construction details and other in- 
formation. Should this type of plan 
be bought, bear in mind the thought 
and effort that has gone into the de- 
signing and method of construction. 
If the purchaser does not intend to 
stick to the hull shape or the con- 
struction, why buy a plan in the 
first place? 


Chances are that any attempts to 
improve or alter the design, no mat- 
ter how well intended, could end up 
as a waste of time and money. The 
setting up of these boats should not 
be taken lightly, as any errors at 
this early stage will tend to multiply 
as the job progresses. A good plan 
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will show the correct way to do this 
work properly. 


Frames should be accurate to 4 
of an inch if possible. 


When the fore and aft stringers 
are being tied to the frames make 
sure the framework is fair. 


A point to watch when setting 
up the stem and keel is to see they 
are straight in a fore and aft direc- 
tion. Any sideways bend cannot be 
fixed after the wires are in place. 


Hard drawn wires in long straight 
lengths should be used in preference 
to reinforcing rod as the latter is 
prone to kinking when used for 
stringers. 


When the stringers are all in place 
there should be a minimum of 
humps and hollows as these will 
show when the netting is attached. 


The layers of netting should not 
be stretched too tightly nor should 
it be too loose. If they are stretched 
too tight, the wire stringers will be 
pulled out of shape when all the ties 
are in. If they are not tight enough 
the weight of the wet plaster skin 
will make the sections between the 
frames sag out of shape. 

The plaster skins on these boats 
should only be thick enough to 
cover the wire mesh completely and 
any extra thickness is only added 
weight and loss of strength. The 
smaller the boat the more critical 
this weight factor becomes. 


Plasterers should refuse to plas- 
ter a boat that is not sufficiently 
well tied or supported as the end re- 
sult can only do themselves and 
concrete boats in general more harm 
than good. 

It must be pointed out to the 
builder that a plasterer is just that. 
He is not a magician who with a 


few waves of a float can fix mis- 
takes and get rid of unfairness which 
should not be in the boat in the 
first place. 


The saving in cost by an unskilled 
amateur who attempts to plaster his 
own boat is false economy. Profes- 
sional plasterers should have a boat- 
builder on hand to tell them if their 
work is fair. 

Most plasterers will leave odd 
patches of mesh showing through 
the finished plaster and assure the 
owner that a bit of rust showing on 
the hulls is no worse than what he 
would have if his boat was steel. 
This exposed mesh is often chip- 
ped out and the hole filled but it 
was put on the hull for a purpose 
and to let it rust away or to cut it 
out can only impair the strength of 
the job. These same plasterers would 
object strongly if reinforcing in their 
house was showing on the surface. 

Anything an owner can do such 
as providing battens or other means 
of setting the shape of the plaster 
edges at deck line, keel bottom etc. 
all helps towards getting a better 
job. 

Failing to do a good job of 
the wire, mesh, and tieing can result 
in a finished plastered boat that can 
only compare with an odd shaped 
septic tank which can be used as 
a boat but has little or no resale 
value. Prejudice towards this type of 
construction will remain for years 
pointed out and ridiculed. Anything 
done by designers, builders and plas- 
terers to improve the construction 
and finish can only be of assist- 
ance to all concerned. If a man asks 
your opinion of his boat, tell him, 
it could be to his advantage. 

Kitsets for concrete boats are 
available but anyone intending to 
buy one should be sure of what he 
is getting for his money. It could 
be that he will get just a knocked 
down frame kit and have to hire 
a welder to complete the frames. A 
kitset should have the frames ready 
to erect, stem and keel bent to shape, 
horn pieces cut to length, stern bent 
to shape, and other parts of the 
framework that require bending or 
welding.

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BEETSON WINS 
FOURTH SUCCESSIVE

HEN Neville Beetson, of the 

Blockhouse Bay Yacht Club, 
Auckland, sailed Aquaflite to vic- 
tory in the New Zealand Mk II 
Moth class national championship 
at Taupo in February he set a new 
record, as this was his fourth con- 
secutive championship win. Previ- 
ously the championship had never 
been won by the same skipper more 
than twice in succession. 


Beetson’s win was described by 
championship officials as an excel- 
lent display of boat handling in all 
conditions. He had led from start 
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to finish in four of the five races, 
after finishing seventh in the first 
race. 


This victory follows a long record 
of wins for Beetson. He started sail- 
ing when he was 10 years old, in 
the P class, he then graduated to 
Z. Cherub and finally Moth class. 
He has sailed the latter for five 
years. Some of the major events he 
has won are the Bay of Plenty Cher- 
ub championship, the North Island 
Moth class championship, and three 
Auckland Moth class champion- 
ships.

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With 1857 points less than Beet- 
son R. Bishop of Howick, Auck- 
land, who sailed Clean Machine 
was a close rival in the latter half 
of the series and was placed second 
overall. Sharee, sailed by D. Baver- 
stock of Richmond, began to pick 
up in the heavier conditions and fin- 
ished a close third in the series. 


Conditions for the five races were 
considered to be a test for the 36 
entries, with a flat calm on Friday 
and then winds rising to blustery 
gusts ripping across the lake forcing 
a large number to retire in later 
races. 


The first race of the series, was 
dominated by Clean Machine, which 
was closely followed by Solo, sail- 
ed by A. Newald of Howick. New- 
ald, who finished a close second to 
Bishop was later forced to retire 
from the series when his boat was 
holed. 


Moderate winds blew for the sec- 
ond race on Saturday morning with 
the first three placings being taken 
by Aquaflite, Clean Machine, and 
Xanthia, P. Thompson of Howick. 
Beetson showed his true form in this 
race and led from the start to finish 
for a comfortable win. He was never 
headed during the remaining three 
races. 

An ex-New Zealand Junior Moth 
class champion, M. Brown of Wey- 
mouth in Chimaera, put up a good 
battle to finish seventh. Brown sail- 
ed consistently throughout the ser- 
ies to eventually take first placing 
in the junior class. 


D. Baverstock, of Richmond, in 
Sharee, started to move up the lad- 
der in the third race and finished 
third, but he could not head Beet- 
son and G. Miller of Richmond in 
Nicolette. 


For the remaining two races Mil- 
ler tussled with Beetson for the lead 
in heavy and blustery conditions. D. 
Baverstock, S. Udy of Howick in 
Snoopy and P. Thompson fought 
for minor placings but several cap- 
sizes in the last race had a big bear- 
ing on positions. Seven boats were 
forced to return to the shore with 
casualties and at the end of the ser- 
ies only 17 remained.

Bret de Thier wins National Title 
and trip to Bermuda 


THE national Finn class champion- 

ship for the Rothmans trophy, 
held in Tauranga, was a triumph for 
the Christchurch skipper Bret de 
Thier, giving him his second N.Z. 
Finn class title and the Rothmans 
grant which will enable him to repre- 
sent New Zealand at the Finn Gold 
Cup world championship in Bermuda 
later this year, Bret also won the 
championship in 1966 but was un- 
able to accept the grant because of 
his studies at University. 


Runner-up was Ron Watson of 
Auckland who has spent more time 
in FDs than Finns over the last few 
seasons. He also qualifies for the 
Rothmans grant and a trip to Ber- 
muda. Although he didn’t win a race, 
Ron was the most consistent skipper 
of the contest. 


Another prominent FD skipper and 
Gold Medallist in that class at Tokyo, 
Helmer Pedersen, was third overall 
after what might be termed an un- 
fortunate contest. He won the first 
race by nearly two minutes, hit a 
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mark in the second, was fifth, second, 
fourth, second in the next four races 
and still had a chance to win the 
title, but had to retire in the seventh 
race with a broken boom. 


There were 38 entries for what 
must have been one of the best N.Z. 
championship series ever contested. 
A different skipper won the first five 
races and the final result was in doubt 
right up until the gun in the last race. 
Bret de Thier revelled in the fresher 
breezes later in the contest and won 
three of the last four races. 


A most welcome visitor for the ser- 
ies was Carl van Duyne, the Ameri- 
can Olympic representative, who 
sailed consistently to finish fourth 
overall. 


Alan Ballintyne from Wellington 
must surely hold an all time record 
for attendance at contests. He has 
sailed in each of the 13 national Finn 
contests held and still sails his original 
boat which was the second ever Finn 
in New Zealand. 


The organisation of the contest was 


first class and the Finn Association 
are most grateful to those many wil- 
ling helpers who made the contest 
possible.

CLIVE ROBERTS RETAINS 
OK DINGHY TITLE 
FOR SIXTH CONSECUTIVE YEAR 


GOOD fleet of 29 boats from 

Christchurch, Wellington, New 
Plymouth and Auckland contested the 
national OK Dinghy championship 
sailed at Evans Bay. Major interest 
centred on whether Clive Roberts 
could retain his title for the sixth 
consecutive year and whether the 
1969 Finn champion, Bret de Thier, 
would prove a major threat. 


Wellington turned on_ excellent 
breezes that gave all skippers at least 
one race to their liking. The first 
two races were sailed in a light east- 
erly breeze which freshened slightly 
for the afternoon race. The first race 
saw an interesting duel between Mark 
Paterson and Robin Dew (both 
Auckland) for most of the race but 
on the final windward leg John Mc- 
Kenzie, sailing the middle course, for- 
ced his way to the front to get the 
gun from Paterson and Dew. 


In the second race Ross Morton 
(Auckland) opened up an early lead 
which he held throughout and even- 
tually crossed the line ahead of the 
consistent Paterson and Dew. 


The third race started in extremely 
light airs and the fleet was just 400 
yards from the finishing line when 
the time limit expired. 


The wind freshened for the after- 
noon race and Clive Roberts, who 
could only manage sixth and fourth 
in the first two races, pulled out all 
stops and finished first with John 
Douglas (Auckland) second and Ross 
Morton third. 


For the fifth race the wind was 
what one usually expects in Welling- 
ton, a northerly averaging 22 knots 
and gusting to 30 plus. Clive Roberts 
revelled in the fresher conditions and 
throughout the race drew steadily 
away to win from Bret de Thier 
(Christchurch) and Ross Morton. 
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The resail of the third race saw 
steadier conditions although the wind 
was still gusting 25 knots plus. It was 
virtually a repeat of the fourth race 
with the first three place getters the 
same. Bret de Thier was the first 
skipper from outside Auckland to 
finish in a major place. 


For the sixth and seventh races 
the wind changed to the south and 
gave first class sailing conditions, a 
steady 15 knots with flat water. With 
three wins under his belt Clive Ro- 
berts needed only another win in the 
sixth race to clinch the title, At the 
end of the first windward leg Ross 
Morton led Roberts by a few yards, 
then sensation — Roberts tried to 
sneak inside Morton as they rounded 
the mark but found the gap too small 
and hit the buoy. Roberts withdrew 
and this left Morton clearly in front 
and he went on to win from Robin 
Dew and Philip Menzies. 


With one race to go Ross Morton 
now led the points chart with 32.1 
points and Clive Roberts was second 
with 54.7. Roberts had to win the 
final race to retain his title and he 
did this in splendid fashion leading 
from start to finish. John Douglas was 
second and. Ross Morton third. 


The contest showed once more that 
Clive Roberts, although hard pressed

throughout the series, is still the best 
OK skipper around. Several of the 
newer skippers, R. Dew, B. Jacobi, 
G. Dickey, P. Rudling and young 
Gary Tennant from Wellington (win- 
ner of the national junior OK title) 
all proved they would be a force to 
reckon with in the future.

OW that the dust has settled and 
we can stand back and analyse 
the Post Office pronouncement that 
all D.S.B. amplitude modulated radio- 
telephone equipment must be with- 
drawn after 1 January 1982, a number 
of pertinent questions remain to be 
answered. 


The Post Office can certainly be 
criticised because it has issued a raw 
statement to more than 5000 radio 
telephone licencees without full de- 
tails of the expected change and with- 
out saying that this letter was a pre- 
liminary notice only and_ further 
details and guidance will be given at 
a future date. So the situation is 
developing where manufacturers are 
unsure whether to begin development 
of S.S.B. equipment or promote alter- 
natives and a few of the most active 
boating clubs, with assistance from 
trade outlets etc, are discussing ways 
of deviating the introduction of S.S.B. 
or of establishing alternative means 
of ship-to-ship communication. 


All this activity, of course, would 
be unnecessary if all present radio 
telephone licencees and _ interested 
parties had been fully informed. 


We have all heard cost estimates 
for the new S.S.B. radio-telephones 
that will be mandatory after 1 
January 1982 but as this date is still 
13 years in the future for all who 
received the Post Office notice I do 
not consider it necessary to be par- 
ticularly concerned at present. I 
wonder what proportion of radio- 
telephones at present in use are 13 
years old — some Electronic Navi- 
gation “Skipper” sets, Marlin Junior 
and Senior sets, ex-War assets 4115 
and the ubiquitous ZC1 units suitably 
modified for crystal control, but these 
would be a small percentage of the 
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total and are no doubt due for re-S.S.B. sets could be adequately com- 


placement anyhow. 


If I had been asked in 1955 how 
much it would cost to make an all- 
transistor SO watt (input to final 
stage) marine radio-telephone, I 
would be in the same position as 
present forecasters of costs of S.S.B. 
equipment in 1982, i.e. crystal-ball 
gazing. Perhaps this is an_ over- 
simplification in present circum- 
stances, but do not be carried away 
by emotional outbursts from some 
manufacturers who have not had 
time to analyse the situation and are 
prejudiced because they intend to 
promote their own production of one 
of the various alternatives to S.S.B. 


The Technical Specification for 
S.S.B. equipment primarily intended 
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for installation in pleasure boats has 
just been issued by the Post Office 
and incorporates a number of excel- 
lent features that will improve oper- 
ation for the user, reduce interference 
and set a quality standard for com- 
ponent ratings and safety that can 
only fairly be compared with higher- 
priced units of the present type. 


One of the features that will be 
readily appreciated by most is that in 
Type Approved units to this Speci- 
fication it will be mandatory to 
include polarity protection of semi- 
conductor devices such as transistors 
etc; another is the setting of mini- 
mum and maximum values of trans- 
mitter output power at 20 and 100 
watts respectively as measured by the 
respective manufacturers. Just a pity 
here that the Post Office does not 
set a standard measurement proce- 
dure so that transmitter output of all 


pared. 

This diversion into semi-technical 
areas has been necessary to illustrate 
that in comparing costs we all tend 
to equate the cheapest unit of the 
present type with S.S.B. units at 
present available only from overseas 
sources. Even in countries similarly 
affected by the introduction of these 
new requirements, few manufacturers 
are sufficiently advanced to have 
S.S.B. equipment available for sale 
and in every sphere where new tech- 
niques have to be developed, initial 
unit costs are proportionally higher. 
Before this International agreement 
was ratified, the major users of S.S.B. 
equipment had been military and com- 
mercial communications users and 
radio amateurs where cost has not 
always been the fundamental criteria. 
I have made the point before that to 
marine radio-telephone buyers, cost 
seems to have more persuasive power 
than it merits. 

Manufacturers throughout the 
world will now proceed with more 
intense development of S.S.B. equip- 
ment and I feel sure that with this 
development and _ associated sales 
volume increases, a less expensive, 
better unit will ultimately be avail- 
able. 

Recent prices of S.S.B. equipment 
from the U.S. show that only 10 per 
cent of marine R/T manufacturers 
list S.S.B. equipment and then usually 
only one model between 150 and 250 
watts input at a cost ranging from 
$US1350 — $US2800. Incidentally, 
standard D.S.B. equipment ranges 
from $US400 — $US1050. This 
brings me to my last point on price: 
nowhere in the world are marine 
R/T manufacturers producing sets to 
approach those made locally consider- 
ing value for money. Not even in the 
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U.S., where there are approximately 
175,000 marine installations and an 
annual sales volume of 18,000 sets, 
are prices as low as in N.Z. We have 
a total of just over 5,000 marine 
installations and an annual sales 
volume of 600—800, so volume pro- 
duction cannot be the reason for the 
economies. It must be that marine 
radio-telephones are treated as a 
prestige line by local manufacturers 
and only minimal contributions to 
company profitability are extracted. 
Let’s hope this will continue with 
S.S.B. production. 


Reasons for change 


The New Zealand Post Office is a 
signatory to the International Tele- 
communication Convention (I.T.U.) 
which holds a meeting called the 
World Administrative Radio Confer- 
ence each year in Geneva. At these 
conferences wide-ranging decisions 
are made and it is the duty of each 
signatory to enforce them within their 
areas. It is, of course, only right that 
N.Z. should comply with any agree- 
ment for the introduction of improve- 
ments in the radio telephone services. 
The growth in numbers of radio- 
telephone installations in N.Z. over 
the last 10 years in small private 
vessels has been great and has been 
without proper guidance I feel, par- 
ticularly in the allocation of frequen- 
cies for providing differing services 
required to meet the demand. 


We have all experienced the con- 
gestion on intership channels and 
2182K.Hz at certain periods over 
fine weekends and can_ readily 
imagine the chaotic conditions that 
must exist on these channels else- 
where. 


Introduction of S.S.B. equipment 
in 1982 will allow double the number 
of channels to be allocated, though 
without effective monitoring and con- 
trol these channels will again become 
congested. 

My view is that separate channels 
should be allocated for specific pur- 
poses, i.e., coastguard, small com- 
mercial ships, yacht race patrol ves- 
sels, etc, and at least two additional 
frequencies for intership use. Addi- 
tional frequencies could be allocated 
now and properly controlled by the 
monitoring service. Proper control 
would instantly assist the present 
‘situation where 20 per cent of radio 
telephone equipped vessels seem to 
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be heard on the air for 80 per cent 
of the time and introduction of S.S.B. 
is not going to eliminate it. 


Implications 


(a)—— The present radio-telephone 
Licencee: This Post Office letter 
should be treated as advice that IN 
1982 you will be required to replace 
your radio-telephone with S.S.B. 
equipment. Kinda sad, but no need 
to panic yet. 

(b) — The prospective radio- 
telephone licencee before 1 January 
1973: My advice is that if you are a 
boat-owner and contemplating instal- 
ling radio-telephone equipment in the 
next couple of years, do it now, so 
that you gain as long a service as 
possible from it before it has to be 
replaced with S.S.B. equipment in 
1982. 


(c)—— The future radio-telephone 
licencee after 1 January 1973: The 
period from 1 January 1973 to 1 
January 1982, the transitional period, 
will be a particularly hard one. In 
many respects it will enable those 
licencees already equipped with 
D.S.B. equipment to gain adequate 
use from it before discarding it, but 
many unresolved problems remain 
where the Post Office has not given 
adequate direction. The prospective 
licencee during this period will be 
faced with many alternatives: 


1 — Special S.S.B. equipment: He 
can buy S.S.B. equipment that must 
have provision for transmitting and 
receiving three different types of 
S.S.B. modes. These are: 


(a) True S.S.B., ie. A.3.J. sing'e 
sideband suppressed carrier. 


(b) Compatible S.S.B., i.e. A.3.H 
single sideband full carrier. This 
type of S.S.B. enables the operator 
to contact other stations using the 
present D.S.B. equipment. 


(c) Optional S.S.B., ie. A.3.A. 
single sideband reduced carrier. 
The requirement for this mode to 
me does not seem to fulfill any 
useful purpose, but the Specifica- 
tion says (and I quote) “is only 
required by those users who desire 
access to the public telephone ser- 
vice via Wellington Radio Coast 
Station or by private coast stations 
using the reduced carrier for 
A.G.C. or A.F.C. purposes”. How- 
ever, for manufacturers wishing to 
obtain Type Approval for their 


equipment this requirement is man- 

datory. 

This three-mode S.S.B. equipment 
is going to be expensive and after 
1982 all modes other than (a) will 
be superfluous in the majority of in- 
stallations, ie. it will be illegal to 
use (b). 

2—Proposed 27M.Hz. marine 
service (Similar to present Citizens 
Band equipment): This band of 6 
channels is at present limited to 4 
watt output and some advocates see 
in this the answer to the transition 
problem. The Post Office could be 
asked to set a higher limit on trans- 
mitter output, expand the number of 
frequencies available and_ either 
establish a calling and safety service 
with 24-hour watch facilities or issue 
licences for private fixed land 
stations. 

Present estimates of costs of marine 
mobile sets average about $200- 
$250 but reliable range has yet to be 
proved as enclosed bays etc can be 
expected to severely limit range. If 
the Post Office do not come to the 
party, this 27M.Hz equipment may 
culminate as a secondary ship-to-ship 
system. 

3 — V.H.F. F/M maritime service 
(Very High Frequency — 156 — 
174 M.Hz., Frequency Modulated): 
Almost all ports in N.Z. operate a 
V.H.F. F/M service for overseas and 
coastal shipping and many (Auckland 
and Marsden Point to name _ two) 
maintain a 24-hour watch on the 
V.H.F. Safety and Calling frequency 
156.8 M.Hz. (Channel No. 16). 
Whether Harbour Boards or the Post 
Office are prepared to expand these 
facilities to include pleasure boats, is 
problematical. 


Costs 


Costs of this equipment vary con- 
siderably depending on the degree of 
sophistication, but $300 — $700 
would cover most types at present 
available. Reliable range is about 
20 miles and mounting height of 
aerials is important and, as with 27 
M.Hz., enclosed bays could cause 
“dead” spots. 

4 — Present D.S.B. Equipment: 
This can still be installed but limited 
to 2182 K.Hz. for PAN or MAY- 
DAY distress calls. I have been told 
that coast stations will also receive 
check calls on this frequency so that 
the equipment can be regularly tested 
tor efficient operation.

During the early stages of this 
transitional period this provision will 
need pretty rigorous checks as boaties 
are an ingenious lot. As the date 
draws nearer not many will install 
D.S.B. equipment because of the 
short life to be obtained fom it. 


I would predict that there will be 
a rise in new R/T installations from 
now until 1973 with a definite droop 
until nearer 1982 when prices are 
lower and single mode S.S.B. are 
feasible. 


What about the bloke whose 
pocket limits him to a small trailer 
or moored boat? He represents at 
present quite a significant proportion 
of radio-telephone equipped boats, he 
generally cruises within restricted 
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waters and is entitled to safety con- 
siderations just as much as the larger 
boat owner. 


The Post Office here could give 
long-awaited recognition to the N.Z. 


Starting next month, Sea Spray will

Volunteer Coastguard by permitting 
installation of the Coastguard 
frequency in D.S.B. licenced equip- 
ment after 1973.

This would 
enable licencees after 1973 to take 
part in Coastguard activities as well 
as regularly checking their most im- 
portant aid to safety as many of us 
are reluctant to use 2182 K.Hz. for 
these checks. 


I am aware that the Post Office 
are loathe to make any special cases, 
but I consider this idea merits special 
consideration. 


In a later article I will describe the 
basic differences between D.S:B. and 
S.S.B. and illustrate how, for the 
same power output, S.S.B. is 6 to 8 
times more effective than present 


D.S.B. equipment.

TOUGH TEST 


4-6 ft swell provided testing con- 

ditions for the 38 competitors in 
the Benson and Hedges 40 power 
boat race held in Gisborne as a start 
to the bi-centennial celebrations of 
Captain Cook’s landing in New Zea- 
land. 

An estimated 15,000 spectators saw 
power boat racing at its best in this 
exciting spectacle. The course, eight 
five-mile laps is unique in the close 
proximity of crowd and participants. 
It was designed to give all classes 
of boats a chance and the turn in the 
harbour basin slowed some of the 
more powerful entrants and enabled 
the more manoeuverable boats to gain 
ground. 

The conditions forced the with- 
drawal of 18 boats during the race. 
Miss Plylite IV, winner of the Wairoa 
River race and the Taupo Rothmans 
800, retired after four laps. Her en- 
gine was insufficiently protected from 
spray and with the distributor arcing 
out, the engine was overheating. 

Tara Too, I. L. Boyce’s new beau- 
tifully turned out boat from Auck- 
Jand, recorded great speeds in 
practice but a collapsed piston made 
her a late scratching. 


Two local boats Sheryl and Anna 
Maree were holed and sank. At the 
time of writing Sheryl had still not 
been recovered. Anna Maree filled 
and sank on the south leg but was 
later salvaged with little damage to 
her hull. Her owner/driver, Jack 
Briengan, felt the damage had been 
done when he was leaving the Turan- 
ganui river before the race. He hit 
an incoming swell rather hard but as 
there was no apparent damage he 
pressed on. 

Pania skippered by J. R. Hall, split 
a fuel tank only a few hundred yards 
from the finishing line and had to 
withdraw. 

The eventual speed section winner 
was Tiger Hunter driven by J. C. 
Meredith from Masterton, She com- 
pleted the 40 mile course at an aver- 
age speed of 37.43 mph. There was 
only 13 seconds between the first 
three placings. The Auckland boats 
Kitten B. Millett, and Mystic Miss 
Bill Stevenson, filled the minor plac- 
ings. Mystic Miss was particularly im- 
pressive and will be one to watch in 
the Auckland race. 

Winner of the handicap section was 
F,. Chapman’s Surfrider which also

mans 800. B. N. Sloane’s Scaramouch 
from Turua was second and Skipjack 
I from Gisborne was third. 


Unauthorised boats anchored near 
the south control point caused some 
confusion on the first lap and some 
boats had to travel extra distance. 
This seems to be a regular occurrence 
in power boat races and it makes 
things difficult for competitors and 
organisers alike, It is time spectator 
boats showed a bit more consid- 
eration.

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NEW BOATS WILL BE THREAT 


IN AUCKLAND 
OFFSHORE POWER BOAT RACES 


HE 1969 season has given birth to 
some new “fast ladies” in offshore 
racing. 


Seen for the first time at the Gis- 
borne Benson and Hedges was Bill 
Stevenson’s 26ft Mystic Miss with 
three 125 hp Mercurys clamped to 
the transom. Named after Bill’s Aus- 
tralasian water speed record-holding 
hydroplane, this yellow Plylite has a 
distinctive Levi appearance. I hope 
Mystic Miss No. 2 is as successful as 
her namesake. At Gisborne Bill made 
third place and left me with the feel- 
ing there was power in reserve. Bill 
has raced a 26ft Clipper successfully 
over the last two years and in spite 
of two mishaps had a fairly successful 
run, with a clearcut win in Wellington 
in 1967 and was second in the 
Atlantic 100 in 1968. Bill is well 
supported by his crew, who have been 
with him since hydroplane days, Drew 
Gordon, master mechanic, and Gor- 
don Holmes, navigator and communi- 
cations expert. This crew have 
obviously got their sights on line 
honours in the 1969 Atlantic 100. 
Mystic Miss is No. 144. 


A relative newcomer, Ivan Boyce, 
has a 19ft Fireball Mk II designed 
powered by a 427 cu in Chev. This is 
a larger version of Kitten, which has 
been so successful during the last 12

Ivan has named the new 
craft Tara Too after Tara of the 


Avengers, Built by R. G. (Rod) Holt, 
this craft is finished in varnished 
mahogany with dark red upholstery. 
Tara Too has an immensely strong 
hull with ply top sides and a triple 
skin bottom. She entered at Gisborne 
but was forced to scratch when the 
motor developed a knock during a 
preliminary run over the circuit. 
Installation is conventional vee drive 
using a competitive model Casale V. 
Box. The distinctive feature of the 
craft is the midship positioned driver’s 
seat, with the essential controls and 
helm in a narrow console between 
the driver’s legs. The mechanical work 
has been performed by Ted Holmes. 
Everything around the boat is a “belt 
and braces” job to ensure reliability. 
The Chev has been “blue printed” by 
Mundell and Slaughter, but is still in 
standard tune with a _ four-barrel 
Quadrajet carb. Ivan, with Tara Too, 
is after the trophies and should have 
some success this year. Tara Too is 
No. 141. 


W. G. (Gordon) Sutherland from 
Tokoroa has purchased the Plylite 
Levi GT and replaced the Johnson 
115 GT outboard with a 427 Chev. 
This is a vee drive installation using 
a Casale V box. The craft has been

renamed Ho Dad and carries No. 
145. This is a Levi designed hull, very 
extreme by N.Z. standards, and should 
be fast. At Taupo and Gisborne 
Gordon was having problems steering 
the boat and so far does not seem 
to be reaching expected top speeds. 


In the “dark horse” section there 
are a few boats still being prepared. 


Bill Russell of motor bike racing 
fame has a 24ft Clipper fitted with a 
very highly tuned 327 cu in Chev. 
Bill has been patiently working on 
this outfit for about 18 months, so it 
should be good! 


Bert Godfrey at Tauranga has pur- 
chased a Haines Hunter hull and will 
probably use the old faithful 300 hp 
Interceptor engine out of his previous 
boat Pine Knot. 


Panic Mouse, which ran so well at 
Gisborne, but withdrew when owner 
driver Bill Coughey suffered a heart 
attack, is believed to be a starter for 
the Atlantic 100 with son Willie 
Coughey at the wheel. This a cut 
down 19 Hunter from Hewitt Indus- 
tries, powered by a very tidy 327 
Chev vee drive installation. This is a 
promising outfit that should be cap- 
able of making a speed place. 


Plylite Marine have done extensive 
modifications to Plylite Rescue, which

This year two Australian entries 
should, barring shipping strikes, make 
the starting line. 

John Haines, who drove Tiger 
Hunter to first place last year, is 
bringing over a Formula 233 powered 
by a 550 hp Holman and Moody 
coupled to a Mercruiser II outdrive. 
With John at the wheel this boat is 
the favourite for the 100 mile event. 

To try for a double, Gary Haines 
has entered a “‘spiderised” V163 
in the 40 mile race. This rig with 
twin 125 hp Mercurys should be the 
hottest 16-footer in N.Z. However, 
Gary may find the competition tough 
as Pathfinder, driven by Ian Reeves, 
is a certain starter. Rumour has it 
that Trevor Burnnand may _ enter 
Kitten in this year’s Epiglass 40, 
instead of the Atlantic 100. Weather 
conditions may be the deciding factor 
in the 40 mile event as Pathfinder is 
definitely faster in light conditions. 

Bob Smith with his Miss Plylite IV 
and 600 hp Chev Waco could still 
prove the faster boat. However, by 
midday on April 19 you will know 
the answer. Weather permitting, this 
year’s Atlantic 100 starting at 10 a.m., 
could see the first three boats over 
the line in two hours with average 
speeds around 50 mph. 

The finish, off Westhaven, should 
be an exciting spot, between 11.40 
a.m. and 12.40 p.m., when the leaders 
of both races cross the finish line.

OBITUARY ... 


Mr Alf Miller, former commodore 
of the Royal New Zealand Yacht 
Squadron and stalwart of that club for 
many years, died in Auckland in 
February. 


Alf Miller was one of the best 
known keeler skippers and his A class 
Moana was one of the oldest still 
racing. She was built in 1896 and 
originally was raced by Mr Miller’s 
father. 


Mr Miller was commodore of the 
Royal New Zealand Yacht Squadron 
from 1951 to 1953 and was a trustee

OFF-THE-SHELF VOSPER UNIT SLASHES 
COSTS AND PUTS ANTI-ROLL EQUIPMENT ON 
THE MARKET FOR 30-FOOTERS 


ye Hydraulic Power Division of 
the Vosper Thornycroft Group has 
developed a compact, low-cost stabil- 
izer unit which brings effective stabili- 
zation within the reach of the ordinary 
boat owner for the first time. The 
Mini-fin, as the unit is called, stems 
from Vosper Thornycroft’s many years 
of experience in the design and de- 
velopment of non-retractable fin 
stabilizers for larger ships (up to about 
10,000 tons), which have also been 
installed in a large number of motor 
yachts, down to about 20 tons. 


By designing a unit which will be a 
completely standard off-the-shelf item, 
manufactured in quantity, Vosper 
Thornycroft have reduced the cost 
of stabilizer equipment to about 
£1,400 in the U.K., a small fraction 
of that of a one-off system. This 
makes it economic to fit stabilization 
to smaller craft than ever before, 
typically boats 40-60 ft long but 
perhaps even down to 30 ft in suitable 
cases. By reducing very substantially 
the severe rolling to which virtually 
all small power craft are prone, the 
Mini-fin will make a big contribution 
to comfort afloat and make it prac- 
ticable for motor cruisers to undertake 
passages in reasonable comfort in 
heavier weather than at present. 


The Mini-fin has undergone inten- 
sive development in recent months, 
and has carried out over 2,000 hours 
of running on test rigs, plus over 300 
hours of sea-time; now it is in pro- 
duction and available from stock as 
a complete package in a specially 
designed box, ready for installation 
by any boatyard or by the owner him- 
self, It will also be possible for agents 
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and dealers to carry the kits as stock 
items. A comprehensive installation 
handbook is included which makes it 
easy for people without special skills 
to mount and adjust the equipment. 


At the same time the design has 
been refined to eliminate maintenance 
as far as possible, and to provide for 
easy repair by replacement where prac- 
ticable. 


Mini-fin stabilizers can be fitted to 
hulls of wood, steel, or glass-reinforced 
plastics. Normal practice is to secure 
a strengthening block to the hull in- 
board, with a doubler plate outboard. 
Details of recommended methods of 
attachment for all hull materials are 
given in the handbook. 


Technical description 


The Vosper Thornycroft Mini-fin 
installation consists of a pair of fins 
(one fin might be used for the smallest 
craft) mounted on stocks projecting 
through the hull. The stock is rotated 
by two single-acting hydraulic cylin- 
ders in response to electrical signals 
received from a gyro unit. Twin oil 
pumps, driven from the main engine, 
an oil cooler and tank complete the 
equipment. 


The top-plate unit mounted in the 
hull is a bronze casting, The stainless 
steel stock extends through a conven- 
tional packed gland, and turns in a 
water-lubricated nylon bearing. Two 
different standard sizes of fin, moulded 
in reinforced nylon with a bronze in- 
sert for mounting on the stock, are 
available to allow for matching to the 
different stabilization needs of craft 
of various sizes. 
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Each stock is coupled to a pair of 
single-acting hydraulic cylinders, of a 
special and very simple two-piece de- 
sign which has been developed in 
collaboration with the cylinder manu- 
facturer, S. Grahame Ross Ltd of 
Chichester. These cylinders keep the 
fin at the correct angle to counter the 
roll tendency. All bearings in the 
linkages on the top-plate assembly are 
of the dry type, requiring no lubrica- 
tion. 


Solenoid valve is key 


The hydraulic solenoid valve is the 
key to the operation of the Mini-fin 
since it controls the flow of oil to the 
hydraulic cylinders in response to the 
electrical signals from the control unit. 
This is a wet-armature valve of the 
Fluitrol type, made by Vickers Divi- 
sion, Sperry Rand Ltd, having a res- 
ponse 10 to 15 times better than con- 
ventional solenoid valves. This high 
response has made it possible to use 
a solenoid valve in the Mini-fin’s 
hydraulic circuit instead of the much 
more expensive servo valve used in 
the larger Vosper Thornycroft stabil- 
izer equipment. 


The hydraulic control block, con- 
sisting of a stack of manifolded units, 
including the solenoid valve, is 
mounted rigidly on the top-plate, and 
is already assembled when the unit is 
delivered, It is only necessary to 
connect the hydraulic control block 
and cylinders to the pump circuit, in- 
cluding oil reservoir and cooler, with 
the flexible hoses provided. 


Miniature unit 


The hydraulic oil supply comes 
from a pump unit consisting of a 
coupled pair of gear pumps, one for 
each fin unit, with a V-belt pulley be- 
tween them, arranged for mounting on 
the boat’s engine (or one engine in 
twin-screw craft). The oil cooler is a 
miniature unit, requiring a 3 gal/min 


flow of water, which would normally 
come from the engine’s water cooling 
system. The oil reservoir has a 
capacity of five gallons. 


The control unit consists of a rate 
gyro, specially developed for the Mini- 
fin by Vosper Thornycroft as no suit- 
able gyro could be obtained commer- 
cially at the right price, which senses 
rate of roll and transmits a corres- 
ponding electrical signal to a static 
switching circuit which operates the 
solenoid valve directly. A potentio- 
meter on the fin stock provides a feed- 
back of fin position which is summed 
with gyro output. 


This control system is extremely 
simple and no special skill is needed to 
set itup. The electrical supply needed 
is 12 v d.c., consumption being a 
maximum of 190W for starting and 
130W when running. This is mainly 
for the gyro motor and control valve 
solenoids. There are in fact only five 
electrical connections to the control 
box, two each side for the solenoid 
valve and feedback potentiometer, and 
the d.c. supply. 


How they work 


Fin stabilizers, which are now 
widely fitted to ships of all sizes, con- 
sist of fins or blades, rather like rud- 
ders, projecting from the side of the 
vessel under water. These are con- 
nected to an actuating system which 
moves the fin through an angle in res- 
ponse to signals from a control unit. 
The flow of water past the fin, due to 
the vessel’s forward motion, applies a 
force to the fin, up or down according 
to the way the fin is set, and greater 
or smaller according to how big an 
angle the fin makes to the water flow. 
It is the job of the control system to 
time these angular movements so that 
the forces generated on the fins coun- 
ter the roll forces, and so stabilize the 
craft. 


Vosper Thornycroft have pioneered 
the non-retractable stabilizer, which is 
robust and simple, and have developed 
highly effcient fin shapes in their own 
cavitation tunnel. These compact fins 
are arranged so that they do not pro- 
ject far enough to constitute an ob- 
struction when berthing alongside or 
taking the ground. 


Tests at sea have proved that this 
simple type of fin stabilizer is ex- 
tremely effective. Trials of the Mini- 
fin have shown that it reduces roll by 
up to 90%, although it is diffcult to 
give precise and meaningful data. 
Anyone who experiences the improve- 
ment in comfort when the Mini-fin is 
operating will have no doubts on this 
score. 


Even more effective 


Mini-fin installations are designed 
to give effective stabilization through- 
out the range of cruising speeds likely 
in craft of the type for which they 
are suitable. These are typically 8-15 
knots. At the higher speeds the fin 
forces increase and stabilization can 
be even more effective. At still higher 
speeds, boats of this size are approach- 
ing the planing condition, and pitching 
and pounding become the main prob- 
lems, rather than rolling. The fins do 
make a contribution to reducing roll, 
even when locked in the stopped posi- 
tion, since they act as bilge keels. 


The Mini-fin marks a new departure 
for Vosper Thornycroft Engineering 
and the Hydraulic Power Division, be- 
ing the company’s first off-the-shelf 
product for the expanding boat-owning 
market. It promises to be a winner 
in export markets, particularly the 
U.S.A. and Mediterranean areas, as 
well as at home. 


A trade-mark registration for the 
name Mini-fin has been applied for in 
the United Kingdom, U.S.A., France, 
Spain, Italy, Greece and Holland.

What are the length and sail area 
requirements for an A class keeler?

@ Keelers are classified differently by 
each of the three main provincial as- 
sociations — Auckland, Wellington 
and Canterbury. Auckland uses a 
rating formula, the other two decide 
by overall length 

Auckland’s formula is: 


Rating = 
L+SA LOA + 2LWL 
where L = ——————- 
2 3 


SA = Actual Area of mainsail, plus 
area of fore-triangle. 

Classification is A class, 31 ft rat- 
ing and over; B class, from 27 ft to 
under 31 ft; C class, from 23 ft to 
under 27 ft; D class, two-masted 
cruising keelers from 23 ft to under 
27 ft; E class, under 23 ft. 


Gear ratio and prop size 


I am in the process of building a 
Hartley 38 ft x 11 ft 3 in x 4 ft 9 in 
ferro-cement motor sailer and would 
be grateful for any advice you could 
give regarding gear ratio and prop 
size 

I have a 60h.p. 4 cylinder Fordson 
diesel motor and have been given 
various advice regarding direct drive, 

4 to 1, and 2 to 1, gear ratios, 
and various prop sizes. I realise that 
there are arguments for and against 
each of these but wish to strike a 
balance of speed under power and 
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sail, The prop will be centre mounted 
and limited to 18 in diameter. 


I would also be grateful for any 
information you can give regarding 
specifications required to obtain a 
survey for ocean going craft.

@® The decision as to gear ratio with 
your Fordson ‘has to be yours as 
sailing men will argue that a large 
prop to give great efficiency under 
power means too much drag when 
under sail. They also maintain that 
the auxiliary will be used only when 
the wind peters out and we agree 
that in flat calm conditions a very 
small propeller, or very little horse- 
power will move a large boat. We 
do not subscribe to this argument 
however, as we consider the auxiliary 
should be adequate to drive the ship 
under all conditions. Masts still fall 
and sails carry away in conditions 
that are far from calm and in these 
circumstances the best application of 
power is necessary to handle the boat 
and get to safety. A 38 ft power 
boat should have the blade area of 
a 24 in to 26 in diameter propeller, 
but one must consider the engine 
being used. A Fordson 60 on 2 to 1 
reduction could swing 20 in on 14 
to I could handle 16 to 18 in and on 
direct drive could handle 14 in dia- 
meter. 

As yours is a motor sailer the 
power angle is more accented to that 
2 to I reduction would be most suit- 
able. As the aperture allows 18 in 
only, we would still recommend 2 to 
1. Pitch required will be governed by 
the fairing of the stern post which 
governs water flow to the propeller, 
but propeller required would be 16 
to 18 in a multiblade propeller. If 
you wish to use a two blade prop 
then area would be inadequate for 
2 to 1 reduction and we would sug- 
gest the use in this case of a 1% to 
I reduction. 

Information on survey require- 
ments should be available from the 
Onerahi Yacht Club in Whangarei or 
the Royal Akarana Yacht Club in 


Auckland, These yacht clubs inspect 
and approve yachts which compete in 
ocean races. 


Most effective clutch 


I have a 15 ft 6 in Spencer de- 
signed cabin cruiser which has been 
powered by an old Ford 10 motor 
which has now packed up. I propose 
replacing it by a Mark 1V V4 Ford 
motor. 

A motor engineer has told me that 
in his opinion the simplest, cheapest, 
and at least as effective clutch is a 
cone clutch but a boat builder said he 
did not think it would be efficient 
for a motor developing 70 horse 
power. 

My old motor used to push the 
boat along about 20-22 knots with 
two aboard. The prediction is that 
the proposed new motor will raise 
the speed to 30 plus and thus permit 
reasonable water skiing. Would you 
agree with this contention.

@® Your engineer friend is correct in 
suggesting the use of a cone clutch 
with the V4, but your problem will 
be to buy such a clutch. Very few 
are made in New Zealand at present 
and the clutch would have to be 
large enough to transmit the power 
of the V4. 

In addition the clutch must absorb 
propeller thrust to keep it engaged 
so that universals, if used in the in- 
stallation, would have to be fitted 
between clutch and motor. Most 
engine conversions today use auto- 
motive type clutches and we would 
think you could buy one with its 
housing and control lever for that 
motor. This would make the neatest 
installation as it would be attached 
to the motor and add very little to 
the length of the motor. Speed pre- 
diction is something we have never 
done in Sea Spray answers. Speed 
depends on many factors and could 
vary many miles per ‘hour. If the 
Ford 10 gave you 20 to 22 knots, 
performance was excellent so that it 
would be reasonable to expect 30 
plus with the V4.

IMPRESSED 


WITH RACING 
IN LOCAL CLASS 


HE visit of 21 Australians from 

the Royal Prince Alfred Yacht 
Club to compete in a four race series 
in the Stewart 34s seems to have 
started what may become an annual 
event. The Australians were very im- 
pressed by the locally designed class

which they considered ideal for Auck- 
land conditions, They presented a 
handsome trophy to the Stewart 34 
Owners Association for competition 
among members and also invited 
them to Sydney for a return contest 
next year, probably in Solings.

Vaughan of Australia the fourth. The 
minor placings were also shared 
around the fleet. 


Bob Stanton was first overall in the 
series with Wilf Beckett second and 
Harold Vaughan third. 


Some of the Australians stayed on 
in the hope of seeing some of our 
cruising grounds on Squadron week- 
end at Kawau. Unfortunately, they 
were disappointed as the weather 
caused the postponement of the week- 
end. 


One member of the Australian par- 
ty, Ian Toll, will be back in Auckland 
this month as he is sailing on Kaleena 
in the Suva race. Another member, 
Bill Fesq, is off to England for the 
Admiral’s Cup series, he is navigator 
on Mercedes II. 


The success of this first series has 
encouraged the Stewart 34 Owners’ 
Association to invite other countries to 
compete on the same basis. Already 
the Athenian Yacht Club, the Royal 
Vancouver Yacht Club and the Hono- 
lulu Yacht Club have expressed in- 
terest and future contests seem to be 
assured.

BUILT BY BOB WILD BOATS FOR A. W. McGILL 


HE 25ft high speed _ cathedral 
hulled cabin cruiser Malaga was 
built by Bob Wild Boats of Hamilton 
for Mr A. W. McGill of Rotorua and 
will be used partly on the lake and 
partly at Mr McGill’s property on 
Kawau Island. 

The design is by Richard Cole of 
America and the builder, and she is 
fitted with a pair of Lees Marine V6 
conversions of Ford Zodiacs devel- 
oping 140 hp at 4500 rpm, These 
are hooked up to two Argonaut out- 
drives with 1.42 1 reduction and 
14 x 15 left-hand Michigan propel- 
lers. With these the motors are doing 
4,300 rpm and giving a top speed of 
32 mph. At cruising revs of 3,200, 
boat speed is 25 mph. 
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Stainless steel tanks hold 70 gallons 
of petrol and 12 gallons of water. 


Construction is lin kauri frames 
and stringers with a _ two-skin ply- 
wood bottom totalling 9/16in and 
Zin topsides. All plywood is marine 
grade kauri and gluing is Aerolite 
308. The deck is 5/16in plywood. 


The hull is covered with the Epi- 
glass fibreglass system using 90 Rapid 
resin and a Reaction Lacquer finish. 
The cabin top is covered with Celastic 
and the decks with Nautilex. 


Headroom is 6ft and there are twe 
berths in the for’ard cabin and two in 
the main cabin. The galley is fitted 
with a stainless steel sink, a _ two- 
burner kerosene stove and plenty of 


stowage and a Formica topped bench 
and mahogany plate racks. Squabs 
are 4in Dunlopillo covered with 
black vynyl and buttoned in 8in 
squares. 


A Brydon Boy marine head is 
fitted between the cabins port side, 
with a stainless steel hand basin and 
hand pump. Opposite is a hanging 
locker and access to the instrument 
panel. 

The cabin soles and tops of the 
engine boxes are also covered in 
Nautilex. 

Ground tackle is a 13S Danforth 
anchor with 10ft of 5/16in chain 
and 60 fathoms of 1 in terylene 
warp. The electric anchor winch is a 
Nillson 800 S.

A mahogany spoked steering wheel 
is connected to the outdrives by 
stainless steel steering cable with 
bronze connecting rods outside the 
transom between the outdrives and 
the tiller arms. 


She carries a Sestrel steering com- 
pass, a Tiros II radio-telephone and 
a Marlin depth recorder with graph. 


Engine controls are Morse and 
other equipment includes a Marlin 
gas detector, a Jabsco Water Puppy 
electric bilge pump, an electric horn, 
12 volt windscreen wiper, four Aqua- 
mute exhaust silencers, a _ folding 
mahogany helmsman’s seat, 12 volt 
Automaid electric hot water jug, a 
grating type folding mahogany board- 
ing platform on the transom, and a 
plasticised nylon cockpit cover with 
vents.

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EN in these days of advanced 

science, it is still sometimes thought 
a mystery that a sail can drive a hull to 
windward. I have twice seen it stated 
in a leading U.S. sailing magazine 
that no one really knows how a sail 
does it. Yet the phenomenon is readily 
explainable, 

When a yacht is close-hauled, the 
air striking the leading edge of the 
sail is divided, part traversing the sail 
on the windward side, and part on 
the leeward. These two streams of air 
meet again at the leech of the sail. 
But it will be seen from Fig. 1 that 
clearly the air on the windward side 
has, on an average, a shorter distance 
to travel than that on the leeward side. 
Therefore the leeward air must travel 
faster than the windward air. In fact 
the air to windward is slowed down 
by the drag of the sail, and the lee- 
ward air is speeded by the need to 
meet the windward air leaving the 
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leech of the sail. The fact that the air 
moves faster on the leeward side of 
the sail results in a reduction of air 
pressure, and the slowing of the air 
to windward results in an increase 
of pressure, and a study of the work- 
ings of a standard venturi tube re- 
veals why this is so. 

A venturi tube has a large opening 
each end and tapers towards the 
middle to a small opening through 
which all the air that enters the tube 
has to pass. In order to get through, 
the air naturally must pass through the 
central hole at a much greater speed 
than that of the air outside the tube. 
In so doing, the pressure is reduced 
on the principle ideally illustrated by 
a column of soldiers, say six deep, 
marching along a road in which is set 
a single file bridge across a river. The 
bridge represents the small hole in 
the middle of the venturi tube. While 
the column is crossing the bridge, the 
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OF WINDWARD 


soldiers actually on the bridge must 
run at a very high speed if they are 
not to hold up the rear of the column 
approaching the bridge and to catch up 
the front which is marching away. 
And clearly, these men crossing the 
bridge will be very much further apart 
from each other than they were when 
in the column, and their ‘pressure’ 
will be reduced. 

The higher pressure to windward 
of the sail and the lower pressure to 
leeward creates a force tending to 
push the sail to leeward at right-angles 
to the sail (Fig. 2). However, the boat 
has a keel designed especially to pre- 
vent the sail and hull being driven to 
leeward. 

But, and this is the essential point, 
the force operating at right-angles to 
the sail is operating at an angle to 
the hull, from aft of the beam. The 
keel having frustrated the movement 
of the hull to leeward, the force is 
diverted along the fore and aft line of 
the hull, being the only direction it 
can operate if it is not to be frus- 
trated altogether, And as soon as the 
force acts in the forward direction, the 
boat will naturally move forward. 

The force operates in just the same 
way for other points of sailing. The 
closer to the wind the boat is sailed, 
the more acute is the angle through 
which the force is diverted and the 
weaker is the forward thrust, and so 
the slower the movement. 

But as the boat heads further off the 
wind, the less acute the angle and the 
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more readily is the force diverted for- 

ward, and so the faster is the move- 

ment — until one gets on a reach; 

beyond this point, another factor 

intervenes, for, as the wind draws aft 

of the beam, the angle of the sail to 

the wind becomes progressively too ‘ 

great for the air to flow past it, until, \ 

on a dead run, the wind cannot flow 

past it at all.

ARLY last October, Dany, a One 

Ton Cup yacht (22 RORC rating) 
to my design, was launched from a 
yard at Anzio, Italy. This class of 
yacht is becoming increasingly 
popular and, as a result, competition 
in One Ton Cup racing is severe. 


I might add that it was more than 
five years since I last designed a 
sailing yacht (the 75 ft Hermitage, 
in conjunction with Illingworth and 
Primrose who were responsible for 
the sail plan) and I therefore had to 
do quite a lot of homework when a 
client asked me to design him a yacht 
in this class in order to produce a 
craft which, I hoped, would be 
capable of standing up to the com- 
petition. 

I began the design towards the end 
of 1967, but nearly a year passed be- 
fore she was completed since many 
changes had to be incorporated, not 
in the basic hull form itself but in 
other aspects such as the sail plan, 
fin keel, and deck arrangement. The 
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object of these changes was to try 
and include the most up-to-date 
technical refinements possible in the 
design. 


The hull of Dany is of mahogany, 
built in four laminates; the frames 
and deck beams are also of lami- 
nated mahogany, while the deck 
itself is of teak, laid in narrow widths 
parallel to the sheer. 


The underwater profile has the 
familiar detached keel and skeg rud- 
der arrangement which seems to have 
become almost universal. The fin 
keel is equipped with a trim tab, 
which also seems to be usual these 
days, but the uncommon feature of 
this fin and ballast is, perhaps, the 
fact that the fin consists of a steel 
plate and the ballast, which is of lead, 
is torpedo-shaped, made in two 
halves, and bolted to the fin. Total 
weight of the fin and keel is 3.2 tons, 
which puts the ballast ratio at 49 per 
cent, the displacement of the boat 
being 6.5 tons.

The trim tab is controlled by a 
separate tiller below the main tiller 
which can be operated either simul- 
taneously with the main tiller, or 
disconnected and used separately. 


As I mentioned earlier, the keel 
was one of the elements which under- 
went a change, partly as the result 
of an interesting article I read in a 
French magazine. This described a 
number of fin keel arrangements 
which were tank-tested prior to 
selecting one for Eric Tabarly’s Pen 
Duick III. In the event, I adopted a 
fin and ballast keel which was rather

similar to the one finally chosen for 
Tabarly’s boat. 


Another rather unusual feature of 
Dany was the result of a half-joking 
suggestion made by her owner; the 
entire cabin top can be opened, as it 
hinges on the aft bulkheads, the idea 
being to get maximum ventilation 
during those hot, still summer nights 
which are so typical of the Mediter- 
ranean. In practice this solution 
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proved most efficient, even as far as 
waterproofing was concerned since 
the top has a generous overlap over 
the sides, as well as large gutters on 
the corner bars which drained off 
any water finding its way between the 
top and cabin sides, There was also 
a generous water trap forward. 


Dany has a sail area of 527 sq ft 
RORC rating. There is an extensive 
wardrobe of sails (eleven in all) made 


by the well-known American firm of 
sailmakers, Hood of Marblehead. 
Here again, a rather unusual feature 
is perhaps the somewhat large over- 
lap of the ghoster and genoa, which 
have a foot of 180 per cent of the 
fore-triangle (J). 


Dave Coggins of Hoods made 
many invaluable suggestions on the 
geometry of the sail plan, and I 
would like to quote one which was 
adopted: 


“Regarding the storm trysail, I am 
trying something new, although it is 
not what I would directly classify an 
experiment. I have altered dimensions 
slightly, whereby I have increased the 
luff to 17 ft and increased the leech 
length accordingly. In addition, we 
are installing four battens which you 
should take extreme caution with to 
be certain you have the adequate 
strength, and have included a slight 
roach. Also, there is a slight foot 
skirt, although nothing excessive that 
would cause any problems; as in this 
way, with the general revisions, we 
are simulating a loose-footed main. 
I think the storm trysail is probably 
the one sail in the inventory that is 
used very rarely, and from experience 
in the past, it has been definitely ad- 
vantageous to increase the area con- 
forming more closely to a small 
mainsail.” 


Light alloy spars 


The spars were made of light alloy 
by Sparlight of Emsworth, England, 
and I think the roller reefing is 
worth particular mention. The mech- 
anism is placed through the mast and 
roller reefing is affected from the 
forward side of the main mast. This 
permits the luff of the mainsail to 
remain close to the mast throughout 
its length. It is a much neater job 
all round. 


Dany has a Farymann auxiliary 
diesel engine of 18 hp placed off 
centre, which gives her a speed of 
6-7 knots. The boat is comfortably 
fitted out with four single berths and 
one double, as well as a_ spacious 
galley and toilet compartment. 


Unfortunately Dany was launched 
at the end of the season and there 
has, therefore, been no chance of 
ascertaining her real potentialities; 
however, from trials carried out so 
far she seems to show promise.

USTRALIAN _ waterskiers are 

really having themselves a time 
at present. Fresh from his almost- 
three-hour endurance kite flight in 
West Australia, Bill Bennett turned 
in a world height record of 2,800 
feet at Lake Ellesmere in New 
Zealand. 


While Bill was making his “space” 
flight, two of his mates, Peter Ward 
and Terry Bennett were trying for an 
endurance record of another type on 
the Hawkesbury River 50 miles from 
Sydney. The aim of the game was 
to ski 500 miles non-stop. The rules 
of the play were, fall down and 
you’ve had it. Power for the attempt 
was provided by Wally Hackett’s big 
SK Thunderbolt and official ob- 
servers were Alan Clark, local 
president of the World Water Ski 
Association and Bill McLachlan, a 
past president, The start was held up 
by fogs early, but time was running 
out and the run started in the rem- 
nants of the fog with the Thunderbolt 
running almost blind for some time. 
The course was over 17.8 miles each 
way with an allowance of about 22 
minutes for each leg. Eleven and a 
half hours after starting, and with a 
last minute speed increase to try to 
gain more distance, the run was over. 
Total distance was first thought to be 
520 miles but the final tally showed 
up as 447.3 with an average speed 
of around 40 mph. This figure wi!l be 
accepted as an Australian record and 
will probably stand internationally.

National inboard titles 


The third try at running the 
National Inboard Titles turned out to 
be like the curate’s egg. Good and 
bad in parts. 


Goolwa, On the mouth of the 
Murray River in South Australia was 
the venue and the South Australian 
APBA justifiably were nervous about 
the number of eyes that were watch- 
ing. All other meetings were can- 
celled on that weekend and a massive 
effort by all concerned, resulted in a 
large number of boats and a quite 
amazing number of onlookers for a 
relatively small state. 


Weather conditions on the first day 
were so rough that some drivers 
would not launch their boats and one 
Tasmanian driver didn’t get his boat 
wet at all during the meet. Drivers 
were agitated over the alleged refusal 
of the organisers to allow the standby 
day to be used. On the Saturday the 
general opinion seems to have been 
that offshore racing was almost the 
order of the day. 


New South Wales provided 16 
boats of the total of 70 odd _ boats 
with the Victorians providing the lar- 
gest and wildest contingent. A group 
calling themselves the Royal Racing 
Rebels provided some much needed 
colour in the meeting when they ar- 
rived with slogans, white uniforms 
and a team of twenty men with two 
boats and one engine. The 266 ci 
Cobra raced in runabout Black Mac 


in the Saturday races and then the 
team worked most of the night to 
transplant it into the skiff -Monte 
Cristo for the Sunday’s events. 

Victoria emerged victorious with 
eight titles out of the 20 decided. 
New South Wales won six, South 
Australia three and Tasmania two. 

These titles were carrying the 
future of the scheme with them. If 
they had been a howling failure the 
system would fall, as it is we'll have 
to see how Queensland goes next 
year. 


Sydney - Auckland race 

Sydney “yotties” are getting inter- 
ested in the plan to have a Sydney to 
Auckland race. Proposed by the 
Royal NZ Yacht Squadron to mark 
its centenary in 1971 it appears cer- 
tain that there will be a solid roll-up 
of the best yachts on the east coast 
of Australia.

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New bilge pump switch

signed and is producing a bilge pump 
switch which automatically regulates 
the level of water in the bilge to a pre- 
determined depth, which can be any- 
thing from one sixteenth of an inch 
to 20 ft. 


The unit is self contained 


and runs on eight 1035 dry cell bat- 
teries, or can be connected to the 
boat’s main power supply if desired. 

The switch can be mounted either 
vertically or horizontally but must be 
clear of the bilge water at all times. 
In the event of accidental immersion, 
however, a quick wash in fresh water 
will put matters right, the only 
damage being to the batteries which 
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would have to be replaced. The 
switch is virtually unaffected by the 
natural roll of the boat — only when 
water reaches the pre-set level will 
it be actuated. 

The switch unit is encased in the 
finest quality stainless steel and the 
makers claim that with reasonable 
care it should give trouble-free ser- 
vice for many years. Maintenance is 
limited to a periodic check and 
change of batteries, the life of which 
in normal conditions, is expected to 
be around four months.

OR the seventh consecutive club run

This boat was formerly from the North- 
ern Zone but the previous name and 
Owner escape me at the moment. Also 
in the Racing Runabout class are Peter 
Read’s Home Brew a Crackerbox hull, 
ex Dick Barron’s Typhoon 2 with a Ford 
V-8 motor, and another Crackerbox Fred 
Holt’s Dodge powered Hot Cinders. Not 
quite ready for the water at the time of 
writing, but almost ready to go is yet 
another Crackerbox, Rod Sinclair’s old 
Hot Rod recently purchased by cruiser 
man Allan Stewart, to be driven by son 
Malcolm. Powered with a Ford 6 motor 
this boat should be a good and consist- 
ent performer if not in the top speed 
bracket. 

In the midget class we have Wally 
Tarrant’s Kotuku. Wally is one of the 
oldest competitors we have, (I’m refer- 
ring to his years in the sport, not his 
age, no offence Wally), having raced a 
series of I think four Kotukus, all with 
Ford 10s since about 1952. A newcomer 
Jack Phasey, runs Yesahp with the Aus- 
tin-Healey motor one time fitted to Hec 
Bramley’s Tempest. 

As well as these craft we have several 
owners who enjoy taking part in racing 
and other club activities such as fishing 
trips, E.T.A. trials and reliability trials. 
At the risk of leaving someone out here 
are some that come immediately to mind. 
Ken Cuthbertson must be one of the 
keenest, his Bel Air powered 16 footer 
Marlin never misses any club do. Bernie 
Nicholson’s fibreglass cabin cruiser Miss 
Valiant has a very good turn of speed 
but unfortunately Bernie seems to get 
more than his share of disqualifications. 
Murray Sedcole is another regular with 
his 14ft Evinrude powered runabout. AI- 
though Murray has been racing for three 
or four years he hasn’t yet got his craft 
named, so his club registration 175 is 
his only identification. Another who 
never misses out is Bert Lucas with Red 
Robin, a 14ft cabin cruiser with a 40 
hp Mercury outboard. Darcy Cavell’s 
Cavalier an inboard 15ft cabin job is 
another which usually finishes well up 
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winner of the North Island 266 cu in. championship

in the placings, and Bonito, Frank 
Brown’s 17ft inboard cruiser is another 
regular performer. 

In addition to our local cruisers, a fleet 
of five or six from Manawatu usually 
make up the field for cruiser events and 
give us some good races. 

We had a bit of excitement on the 
first day of the season when Brian Par- 
kinson of the Manawatu club gave us a 
thrill by setting Taurus on fire in the 
middle of the river before the start of 
the first race. Luckily Brian escaped un- 
scarred but the boat was considerably 
damaged. The trouble appeared to have 
been caused by a plastic fuel pipe com- 
ing adrift and spraying petrol over the ex- 
haust manifold. Brian has now changed 
to nylon pipes—other boaties please take 
note. The other events were run off 
without incident and we had some very 
good racing with good close finishes in 
most events, which says much for our 
handicapping system which [ still think 
is the simplest and most efficient in the 
country. 

As well as the usual four-lap handicap 
events we ran some novelty races at our 
runaround days. These included one lap 
drag races, starting two boats in each 
heat, proceeding through to semi-finals 
and finals to find an eventual winner. 
This is a good form of racing provided 
that not too many boats are involved. 
We also ran Le Mans start races. 

It’s amazing how many boats are hard 
to start just at the wrong time. We found 
these events popular with boaties and 
spectators and well worth repeating. 

I’m not going to bother with detailed 
results of our functions to date but I'll 
just give you a progress report on points 
so far. At the end of 1968 Manawatu 
led Wanganui for the Lou Tate Memori- 
al Trophy by 200 points to 174, so the 
local boys will be trying hard for the 
remainder of the season to make up the 
deficit. On the local scene, points are be- 
ing awarded for the Lou Stonehill Tro- 
phy for the top local driver. Points so 
far are Dick Barron’s Typhoon 3 49, 


Jack Phasey’s Yesahp 28, Peter Read’s 
Home Brew 11, and Wally Tarrant’s 
Kotuku 10. These are the top four at 
the moment and at this stage it looks as 
if Dick will have a walk-away victory, 
but anything could happen yet.

Auckland Sailing Club

What happened at Bastion buoy 16th 
February, 1969? Surely when the mys- 
teries of the sea are discussed around 
the yacht club bars this one will become 
another perennial like the ladies race in 
the Dragon class in Sydney! When was 
it — 1965 I think? You mean you 
haven’t heard about’ that one? 
Impossible! Dragons in a ladies race or 
ladies in a Dragon race — I’m not 
sure which way to put that!! Anyhow 
it was at the first leeward mark on a 
summer’s day when 30 or 40 Dragons 
converged — some from port and some 
from starboard and some just in be- 
tween. The end result was that 10% of 
the fleet got around the mark and 5% 
turned up for the next week’s racing. 

Anyhow back to our waterloo at 
Bastion buoy. This nasty piece of a 
floating monster causes trouble both in 
and out of the water. At the beginning 
of the season Bastion failed to display 
himself at the usual location preferring 
to skulk behind the Green Shed at 
Okahu Bay. On February 16 however, 
with a strong flood tide, 15 knots of 
wind, overcast and intermittent rain 
Bastion just sat and watched. Had he 
the good sense to shift down a chain or 
two he would have saved a lot of 
trouble. 

Unless a battalion of observers had 
been stationed overhead in a helicopter, 
I doubt whether anyone could give any 
accuracy to the events which transpired. 
The first boats to arrive at the mark 
were 1.G.A. and Family Circle on port 
and Theory and Marley on starboard. 
I.G.A. crossed Theory’s bow and 
squared away in an attempt to squeeze 
through the gap between Theory and 
Marley but collected Marley along the 
port side as she did so. In the midst of 
this Family Circle failed to give way to 
Theory and they both luffed head to 
wind before finally falling off on to 
the starboard tack. Simultaneously 
Holeproof came through on port and 
was involved in a further collision with 
Marley. By this time Marley was half 
full of water and all the starboard tack 
boats had been swept below the mark 
by the tide. Theory tacked on to port 
to come back to the mark, was caught 
by another starboard tack boat and had 
to tack on to starboard again. Being 
blanketed, she could not get under way 
again and Marley, now half full of 
water, tried to square around her stern 
but collided and bit out a chunk of 
foam and glass. At the same time the 
impact threw lightweight, mainsheet 
hand, Jimmy Lidgard, out of Theory 
and the boat sailed off before the skip- 
per regained proper control. Quik Stik 
was mixed up in the shambles and when 
he saw a man overboard, her skipper 
stopped and picked him up. Theory 
then chased Qucik Stik in order to re- 
cover their crew member. /.G.A., when 
she finally got on to the starboard tack, 
collected P.G.H. on port. 
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My humble apologies for those I 
missed out of this oration but any more 
and I would have to write a book. 

The decision to resail the race was 
indeed wise particularly in view of the 
fact that these were seclection trials 
to pick the best boats to represent New 
Zealand in Australia. 

A thought for the future could be to 
have selection trials in which the first 
two boats only are chosen automatically 
and the second two boats be chosen in 
a secret ballot of skippers only. This 
would be the best way to pick the best 
boats irrespective of capsizes, damage or 
disqualification. 

The resailed race was over the south- 
erly course with the wind varying from 
east to sou’west. The antiquated rule of 
setting the course one hour before the 
start and the points system which even 
Adam would have thought archaic, 
should, to my mind, be scrapped. The 
wind continually shifted about 30° to 
the first mark which Skol Tan rounded 
first just ahead of Guinness now sailed 
by Bruce Farr. From there on Guinness 
never looked back and although the 
fluctuating winds caused her leading 
margin to vary considerably throughout 
the race, she crossed the line 74 minutes 
ahead of Theory with Skol Tan only a 
few seconds behind, third. 

Theory has proved a disappointment 
to her builders Don Lidgard and Tony 
Bouzaid who have altered or replaced 
every item of her rig and even her hull 
shape. The only thing left seems to be 
the scrap the hull or crew, or both, and 
replace! She has shown bursts of speed 
at rare times but generally feels like a 
dead duck. Still, second place in the 
team isn’t too bad but either Guinness is 
going very fast or everyone else is going 
very slow. 

Since the boats returned from 
Australia, Query, has been the surpris- 
ing performer in the Qs with Montrose 
of Penrose also doing well.

Royal Akarana Yacht Club 
J.0.G.

With the ever increasing popularity of 
R.O.R.C. races it is inevitable that the 
future of J.O.G. racing is assured. 


The J.0.G. (Junior Offshore Group) 
is especially drawn up to cater for the 
yachtsmen who do not have unlimited 
finance at their disposal and yet who 
want to share the excitement and thrill 
of sailing their yachts in blue water 
races. 

This class has been sponsored by the 
Royal Akarana Yacht Club for the past 
two season following an initial extensive 
reasearch overseas to study the most 
suitable regulations to apply to our local 
conditions. 

A boat is classed as a J.0O.G. when 
either LOA is 30 ft or under, or LWL 
is 24 ft or under, or its R.O.R.C. rating 
is 18 ft or under. 

To keep the courses in perspective to 
the size of craft racing and to reduce 
the expense of carrying safety equip- 
ment designed for ocean work, the or- 
ganisers of the J.0.G. class in Auckland 
have restricted the courses to roughly 
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within a radius of 40 miles from the 
Waitemata Harbour. The actual limits 
are Takatu Peninsula (just North of 
Kawau Island) and Channel Island (3 
miles N.N.W. Cape Colville). Inside 
this area provides for a multitude of 
varying and interesting courses and con- 
ditions. 


At the present time ten yachts are 
competing regularly with a fixture of 
seven offshore races for the season. The 
biggest of the fleet at present is the 
30 ft mast head sloop Cirrus, owned by 
Vic Barker, and the smallest is the 24 ft 
Van de Stadt designed yacht Bandit 
owned by P. Blake. 


In between these two sizes lie Aotea 
T. O’Brien; Le Vanquer P. Shaw; 
Northwind J. Murray-Lee; Platypus C. 
Pugh; Harmony J. K. Robson; Mirage 
Messrs G. Owen, T. Fleming, J. Barter 
and B. Gardner; Charisma B. Little- 
— Narwee M. Crapp; Kuaka F. 
ims. 


As the basic concept of J.0.G. is 
racing in unsheltered waters, the safety 
equipment required is designed to cover 
circumstances which could _ eventuate 
when racing in rough conditions and 
similarly to take care of any night 
emergencies. The emphasis of the class 
is to promote sound and sensible sea- 
manship which should always  ac- 
company out and out serious racing. 


Despite the safety equipment require- 
ments which the sponsors insist as a 
necessary prerequisite for admission to 
the class, the actual cost involved is 
relatively small, and is confined to what 
is thought to be the minimum for off- 
shore sailing and racing. For the in- 
formation of readers who are interested 
in this class, a list of principal safety 
requirements is appended below. 


Before a yacht becomes eligible to 
race in J.O.G. events she must have a 
current inspection certificate and 
R.O.R.C. rating. To obtain a certificate 
and rating figure each yacht must in 
turn be measured and inspected by an 
R.O.R.C. measurer. For further infor- 
mation on this matter, prospective com- 
petitors should contact the secretary 
R.A.LY.C. 


The following items of equipment are 
mandatory requirements and must be 
carried — (a) Two serviceable bunks 
not less than six feet long; (b) Cooking 
stove capable of safe operation at sea; 
(c) Suitable ground tackle — yachts 
must carry ground tackle of suitable 
size, weight and strength for the parti- 
cular yacht which must include the 
following — 1. Two anchors; 2. Anchor 
cable consisting of not less than two 
fathoms of chain together with 20 
fathoms of rope or chain. Recommen- 
dation — a minimum of 25 fathoms; 
3. A scond anchor cable consisting of 
not less than 12 fathoms of rope or 
chain. Recommendation — a minimum 
of 20 fathoms; (d) Navigation gear — 
magnetic compass suitable for steering 
boat, charts, pilot books or sailing direc- 
tions, rules and regulations for prevent- 
ing collision at sea; (e) At least one 
efficient fire extinguisher; (f) First Aid 
Box and _ instructions; (g) Suitable 
storm canvas, alternatively, the working

canvas must be suitable for reducing the 
area and withstanding storm conditions. 
(See Rule 19); (h) Internationally 
recognised distress signals (Rockets, 
flares, smoke floats, etc.). Total of six; 
(i) Two powerful electric torches; (j) 
A lifejacket for each member of the 
crew; (k) Efficient personal life lines 
for each member of the crew on deck, 
with a line for properly securing to a 
strong point: (1) Adequate hand holds 
about deck and cabin top. Non skid 
material (paint or matting etc) on decks 
and cabin tops and in normal working 
areas i.e., round mast and on fore deck; 
(m) Life lines and pulpits MUST be 
fitted. Strong and effective life lines of 
wire rope, metal tube, or minimum 
14 in terylene or dacron synthetic rope 
must be fitted continuously right round 
the yacht including the outermost fore- 
stay and stern at a minimum height of 
1 in per foot of measured waterline 
length. If the distance from rail cap to 
wire is more than 18 in a second wire 
or rope must be fitted right round the 
yacht approximately half way between 
rail cap and top rope or wire. Stanchion 
fittings must be secured by at least two 
through bolts and corner or end stan- 
chions must be adequately diagonally 
braced. The life lines must be supported 
at intervals of not more than 7 ft, 
pulpits at bow are compulsory and push 
pits at stern are recommended. (n) A 
life belt with self operating light or 
flare of approved type carried on deck 
and able to be jettisoned readily MUST 
be carried. To be minimum of 1634 in 
internal diameter or of horshoe type. 
(o) Two buckets of 14 gal MUST be 
carried. 


Dinghy rule 

That a rigid dinghy to A.Y.A. re- 
quirements and containing 1.25 cubic ft 
of buoyancy per man must be carried 
on deck and must not obstruct main 


or forward hatches; or an inflatable life 
raft; or sufficient buoyancy incorporated 
in the ship’s hull. 


Flag rule 


Each yacht must carry a flag of 
minimum area of 12 sq ft painted or 
coloured orange and marked with the 
yacht’s sail number in block figures or 
letters not less than 20 in high. The 
appropriate measurement for this flag 
should be 4 ft x 3 ft. The flag to be 
flown as an emergency signal when as- 
sistance is required from other compet- 
ing yachts. Such assistance may take 
the form of passing a message to shore 
where outside assistance is required.

Kaikoura race 


pete REED Wellington yachts, one of the 
biggest local fleets to take to the open 
water for some years, competed in two 
ocean races in mid-February. The first 
was over a 170 miles course to Kaikoura 
and back and nine yachts took part. The 
second, to Port Underwood, was frus- 
trated when none of the six taking part 
was able to complete the course under 
sail. 


The Carmen class Chinchilla (Chris 
Harris) won all three contests sailed 
concurrently in the Kaikoura race, as 
well as taking line honours. Second in 
each event was the other 42ft Carmen 
racing in Wellington, Camille (Phil Hart- 
ley) and the ocean racer Caprice sailed 
by Neville Dimock, was third. 


Only five boats really finished, and 
their times were well apart. Chinchilla 
beat Camille by 1% hours and Caprice 
by six hours. Then on Sunday night the 
little 26ft Claire de Lune (J. Kebble) 
reached port under a jury-rigged bow- 
sprit after her bobstay had parted at 
sea. 


The Wanderer, T. S. Lisner another 
small entry, came in very much later 
(midday Monday) after her battery had 
gone flat and her starter wouldn't start 
the auxiliary. 


Sailing with Harris in the Chinchilla 
in her best ocean race yet, were Frank 
Mahoney, Garry Jones, Allenn Burnett, 
Bill Yates, Dick Fernyhough, and Gavin 
de Malmanche. 


Chris Harris described his hard and 
trying race as “the closest I’ve ever sail- 
ed in in my life, and the best.” 


Halfway through the course, rounding 
the Kaikoura mark, Chinchilla was just 
under a minute astern of Camille. Cam- 
ille then made two good boards into a 
hard north-easter blowing straight down 
the course. With it came a _ tumbling 
north-east sea which reduced both Car- 
mens to 64 to 6% knots best speed. Cam- 
ille drew steadily away in these condi- 
tions, to lead by half a mile at Cape 
Campbell. 


Here Camille broke away to the east, 
while Chinchilla chose to go west into 
Cook Strait, in search of smoother seas. 
Chris Harris found what he was after 
and was soon making more than seven 
knots, laying the harbour entrance. 


On a good breeze, she made Barrett’s 
Reef Buoy at 11 p.m. Saturday. She 
had left the boat harbour at 7 p.m. 
Friday night, to be fourth out of the 
entrance after passing the Barrett’s Reef 
Buoy to starboard instead of port in 
light airs and losing ground. Ahead of 
her were the well-handled 36ft Patiki 
class Aurora II (Les McDonald), Cam- 
mille and Caprice. 


These four were clear of the fleet, and 
so they remained for the rest of the race. 
The two Carmens made up to 10 knots 
downwind to Cape Campbell, gradually 
drawing away from Aurora II and Cap- 
rice who were gunwale to gunwale. On 
the beat back to Wellington, Caprice 
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made better going into the wind. Her 
New York Sparkman and Stephens de- 
sign outclassed the 4ft shorter Patiki in 
the tough going against wind and sea. 

In the entrance, 11 p.m. Saturday, 
Chinchilla’s troubles were far from over. 
“It took us seven hours 26 minutes to 
get from Barrett’s Reef to the finish 
line,” said her skipper. “We had the 
anchor already to go over at one stage, 
we were going backwards in the harbour, 
but a puff caught us just as we were 
ready to drop it.” 

“We had one of the crew on the cabin 
top, smoking. I had to watch the cigarette 
smoke to see which way the wind was 
heading. That’s the way we sailed up 
the harbour.” 

The race was Wellington’s sixth ocean 
contest in a row to be hit by light con- 
ditions. 

The difficult sailing forced the Ahu- 
rangi (A. F. Macalister) to start his 
motor when the tide took the big boat 
close to Barrett’s Reef. Ahurangi then 
pulled out. 

Camille reached Barrett’s Reef four 
hours after Chinchilla on the way back. 
But in the fickle wind, she finished only 
14 hours behind her. 

“The crew were really terrific,” said 
Harris of the Chinchilla’s fine effort in 
keeping sailing to victory in the varied 
and fickle conditions. “None of them 
was sick. I was feeling a bit low at times 
myself and some other crews were sick. 
It was as close as a harbour race, hard 
and exciting all the way. 

“None of us can speak highly enough 
of the great efforts made by Russell Mc- 
Kay of the launch Kokoru, who sailed 
with us to keep watch over the race. He 
maintained a magnificent radio cover, 
and worked hard for very long hours to 
keep contact between the competing 
yachts and Wellington.” 

The club commodore, Mr E. A. Tom- 
kies, also thanked Russell McKay for his 
good work and Charlie Miller the star- 
ter who spent many hours in the star- 
ter’s box over that weekend. 


Federation meeting 


At its meeting in February, the 
NZYF took the decision to sponsor the 
Soling. This is the new Olympic class, 
all-fibreglass, 26 ft 9 in Swedish- 
designed yacht which replaces the ten 
times more costly 5.5 metre. 

The Federation has also prepared a 
preliminary budget for the 1972 Olym- 
pics at Kiel, Germany. The budget will 
include Finns, FDs, Dragons and Solings. 

Two of the new Soling class have 
already been ordered by Wellington 
yachtsmen. They are Hugh Poole, 
Sanders Cup holder, and Sanders Cup 
representative for Wellington province 
John Gillingham, who presided over the 
Federation in the days of its inception. 
Interest is also being shown by the 
Royal Port Nicholson Yacht Club. Both 
Phil Hartley, another former Sanders 
Cup sailor who in recent years has 
swapped to bigger craft, and Alan 
Maryin, a keel yacht stalwart, are re- 
portedly considering buying Solings. 

Hugh Poole says that the big boats 
will need special facilities. Their one 
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ton weight and four foot draught will 
require a heavier crane than the Flying 
Fifteen clubs, Evans Bay and Worser 
at present provide. Consideration is now 
being given to the installation of such a 
crane (and hard storage facilities) at 
the east end of the Royal Port 
Nicholson Club hard. There is a large 
clear area there which formerly accom- 
modated the clubhouse. 

In Australia, more than 45 Solings 
had been purchased even before their 
adoption as an Olympic class. They must 
have sold on appearance and _ ability 
alone. They are also expected to prove 
popular in New Zealand, a major factor 
being price — at $3800 complete, they 
compare more than favourably, to say 
the least, with the 5.5s, the class they 
replace in the Olympics. 

“The Soling is completely fibreglass,” 
says Hugh Poole. “Only the tiller, mast 
support and flooring are of wood. The 
mast is aluminium.” The fibreglass hull, 
of course, means that the yacht can be 
left at moorings or in a marina. In 
Australia, owners leave their boats float- 
ing in a plastic envelope which wraps 
completely the hull and is supported by 
an inflatable collar. Water in the en- 
velope is treated to prevent the growth 
of shellfish and other marine lifz. 

Hugh Poole has applied to the 
Customs for a licence to import a Soling 
from Australia and this has _ been 
granted in the name of the Federation. 
He hopes to take delivery sometime in 
August or September, in time to make 
preparations for the summer _ season. 
But it all depends on shipping and other 
formalities. As for manufacturing 
Solings in New Zealand, well, the 
Swedish Soling Association is granting 
rights to one builder in each country 
and the Federation has set up a sub- 
committee to have a look at the position 
here and confer with boat builders be- 
fore any decision can be made. 


Wellington Provincial Yachting 
Association 
by Publicity Officer 

The pleasant weather in the second 
half of the season has no doubt been 
responsibie for reports of good entries 
in club events throughout the Welling- 
ton Province. Keeler races have drawn 
much the same entries as in past years 
although there appears to be a growing 
emphasis upon offshore rather than 
harbour racing. Sailing an outstanding 
race in very light conditions the Carmen 
class Chinchilla (C. Harris) just headed 
off her sister ship Camille (P. Hartley) 
to take both line honours and the handi- 
cap prize in the Royal Port Nicholson 
Yacht Club’s annual Kaikoura Race. 
J. Toomer’s Kotuku continues to domin- 
ate the second division while that grand 
old veteran Mariri (E. Hargreaves) has 
been performing very well in the third 
division against much more modern 
craft. 

The X class trials to select a defender 
for the Sanders Cup were held on a 
new course between Lowry Bay and 
Somes Island and resulted in an out- 
right win for the present holder of the 
Cup, Charade (H. Poole — Here- 
taunga). As only two entries were re- 


ceived it was not possible to conduct 
official trials for the I class. However 
a series of races was held which drew 
seven entries and resulted in an overall 
win for Wakatere (C. Renner — Here- 
taunga). The Association decided to 
recognise Wakatere as the Wellington 
representative in the Moffat Cup con- 
test without offering travelling expenses. 

The national OK Dinghy champion- 
ship was held early in February on the 
Point Jerningham course with generally 
good weather for sailing on most days. 
The Evans Bay Club acted as host club 
for the contest which drew a_ large 
entry. Point Jerningham will also be the 
venue for the Sanders Cup at Easter. 

While welcoming the news that the 
Takapuna Boating Club was preparing 
a new Z class rule book, the As- 
sociation’s members tended to feel that 
the proper administration of such a 
large and important class should be 
organised on a national basis possibly 
on the same lines as the P class which 
now has a technical conference held 
outside the yachting season. The Z class 
sub-committee was instructed to prepare 
a suitable remit to be forwarded to the 
controlling club. Club delegates reported 
that Auckland yachts at the Cornwell 
Cup had enjoyed an unreasonable ad- 
vantage due to access to information 
regarding rule changes well before these 
were available to other centres. It is 
to be hoped that all rules governing the 
forthcoming contest will be finalised 
and published by August at the latest. 

The proposed new Federation con- 
stitution was not received with much 
enthusiasm. When a vote was taken 
only four clubs voted for it and two 
opposed it. All the rest abstained. The 
chief objection seemed to be with the 
proposal to return control of the council 
to the major and minor associations. 
The opposing clubs, Heretaunga and 
Muritai, favoured an executive elected 
by clubs on a national basis so that the 
best men could be appointed regardless 
of locality. As the whole matter has 
now been deferred until the June Feder- 
ation meeting clubs now have an oppor- 
tunity to forward any amendments 
which will be collated by the Federation 
President (Mr A. Wane) for the June 
meeting. Clubs are urged to give full 
consideration to this important matter 
so that the Association’s delegate will go 
to the Federation with a clear idea of 
the wishes of clubs.

The main feature 
of the McEwen Rosebowl unrestricted 
event was the confrontation between the 
X and Javelin classes and although the 
light conditions tended to favour 
Javelins with only two men to carry, 
the top X class Charade was in the 
lead for part of the race but in the 
last lap the Javelins regained the lead 
to take fastest time.

There seems to be very little 
between the two fourteen footer classes 
when all is said and done. With three 
men the X class is the more powerful 
boat in a real blow but even in the 
light she carries her three men around 
very nearly as fast as the Javelins do 
with two. As Graham Mander and 
many others have said, if you want a 
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hot centreboarder there is still a lot 
to be said for an R class as only the 
best fourteen footers can stay ahead 
of them. 


The new changing rooms in the club- 
house have been completed and are 
proving to be very popular with mem- 
bers and visitors. The old ‘dungeon’ 
has been renovated and converted into 
a shower room and part of the hall 
has been partitioned off to provide a 
large changing room. The committee is 
still grappling with the financial aspect 
of the venture having already held a 
raffle. Finance is a big headache in a 
club with such a large proportion of 
junior members. 


Heretaunga’s lone keeler Windsong will 
be joined by two international Solings 
next season. The lucky owners will be 
Hugh Poole and Brian Gillingham who 
have their sights on the Olympic regatta 
at Kiel in 1972. Windsong, still bearing 
her hurricane scars has not been raced 
seriously this season but she is to be 
extensively refitted this winter with 
naval architect Hal Wagstaff giving the 
go-fast treatment. With three keelers in 
the second division, interest in keelers 
should grow apace at Heretaunga. This 
will be the foundation for the boom 
when the Lowry Bay marina is com- 
pleted.

@ During the Lyttelton Regatta and the 
South Island Flying Dutchman contest 
On successive weekends on Lyttelton 
Harbour, numbers of small (three to 
four foot long) skittish dolphins added 
colour to the events by their antics, 
which were as spectacular as those of 
most of the yachts. For both events 
the dolphins congregated around the 
finish area, and once or twice even 
raced in parallel with boats finishing. 


Banks Peninsula Cruising Club 


This club has had its ups and downs 
this year in its endeavours to obtain 
better mooring facilities. 


The Lyttelton Harbour Board at first 
intended to cure this long standing mal- 
ady by restricting the use of moorings 
to boats with a draught of five feet or 
greater. This of course would have 
meant that many large launches and 
shallow draught keelers would have lost 
their moorings and many other boats 
would have hastily tacked a few extra 
inches onto their keels. 

However, good sense and a lot of 
public pressure prevailed, and the board 
changed its mind after the local body 
elections.

Crossing the line first in all four 
races at the first South Island Flying

Caprice finished 36 
seconds in front of Hugh England and 
his guest crewman, Brian Treleaven, in 
Trekka, but retired for a rule infringe- 
ment. A protest by Milton Pope promp- 
ted Caprice’s withdrawal. 

Pope also lodged a protest, later dis- 
missed, against the Eastmond brothers in 
Outburst, which had finished well back 
in this race in any case. 

In the other races Caprice’s winning 
margins were five minutes, ten minutes, 
and three minutes.

On February 16 Pupuke Boating Club 
put on the tenth points race, and as 
each skipper’s ten best performances 
this season count in the final placings 
this race officially “opened the betting” 
as it were with four boats completing 
ten races.

Flossy (Robert Bush and Tom Garland) 
easily won the handicap from Purotu 
and Sara and must be a top contender 
for the overall handicap section. 


The Victoria Cruising Club Picnic 
Day at Hinemoa Park, Birkenhead in- 
corporated the eleventh points race. 
This was sailed in very light and vari- 
able conditions and was noteworthy on 
two accounts — the nineteen starters 
comprised our largest turnout apart 
from Anniversary Day and the one 
second time margin between the winner 
Manuwai and Manutere was a record 
“low”. John Silvester sailed Manuwai to 
victory in preparation for the defence 
of his Auckland championship, Manu- 
wai having been loaned to him by 
secretary Ken Hawkeswood. Russell 
Miller took third place in Waimarie and 
on handicap the first three boats were 
Kotuku— Moana, Dinky Doo _ and 
Coppernob.

1938, Mr. Brooke designed a 
much more sophisticated boat 
: an 11’ 6” clinker-built 
Frostbite. This craft was an 
immediate success. Its popu- 
larity spread right throughout 
New Zealand. Today, over 200 
Frostbites are registered and 
over 40 race regularly in Auck- 
land. Some years ago, a ‘Junior 
Class’ was introduced. This is 
also an International class, the 
8-foot Sabot sailing praam. This 
is a beautiful boat to handle, 
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easy to build, a sheer delight to 


‘sail and it also makes a first 


rate training boat. Recently the 
national magazine ‘The Weekly 
News’, commissioned Mr. 
Brooke to design a boat using 
marine ply. The boat had to be 
simple to build, stable when 
sailing and be rigged with 
mainsail, jib and spinnaker. 
This class, ‘The Sunburst’, has 
been a phenomenal success. 
Already dozens of these boats 
have been built throughout 
New Zealand. The Wakatere 
Boating Club supervises the 
administration of this class and 
is welcoming new registrations 
every week. Here are some 
Statistics about the Wakatere 
Boating Club. Membership 
totals 600, of which 300 are 
seniors and 300 are Juniors. 
Subscription Rates: Family 
membership is unlimited (if 
under 16 years of age) for 
$5.50. Seniors $3.25. Juniors

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Dragon Class

As the executive considered it was im- 
portant to encourage the maximum num- 
ber of New Zealand boats to contest 
the English Speaking Union champion- 
ship and the Australian championship 
for the Prince Philip Cup in Brisbane, 
it was agreed to divide the Rothmans 
grant amongst all the boats which were 
prepared to enter. 

Unfortunately the N.Z. Yaching Fed- 
eration approved only two boats to re- 
present New Zealand. It was then decided 
that the four boats able to compete would 
attend as representatives of the Royal 
New Zealand Yacht Squadron whether 
or not they were in fact representing New 
Zealand. 

There is no doubt that the four re- 
presentatives assisted greatly towards the 
challenge from New Zealand which very 
nearly resulted in the coveted Prince 
Philip Cup and the English Speaking 
Union trophy both coming to New Zea- 
land in the one year. Had the wind 
strength averaged 15 knots plus it is al- 
most a sure thing that the New Zea- 
landers would have won. 

In the English Speaking Union cham- 
pionship Bob Stone in Komutu finished 
fourth overall with Bob Stewart sixth. 

The Prince Philip Cup was a different 
story. After five races Bob Stewart was 
leading on points but a twelfth and a 
ninth in the last two races allowed Cuneo, 
who scored a first and a second in these 
two races, to come through and take the 
series. 

As Cuneo, the Australia national title 
holder and Olympic representative who 
finished fifth in the 1968 Olympics, was 
sailing in his home waters he presented 
really tough opposition and the New Zea- 
land team did extremely well to be so 
close. 

Final placings in the Prince Philip Cup 
were—Cuneo 24.7 pts, 1; Stewart 40.7, 2; 
Boyes (Tasmania) 41.8, 3; Piggott (Tas- 
mania) 59, 4; Andrew (Brisbane) 62.4, 
5; Brown (NZ) 65.1 6; Stone (NZ) 66, 
7 


If the wind had been firmer, with a 
truer direction for the last three races 
New Zealand would have won the cup 
and had at least two boats in the first 
three places. 

It is interesting to note that the win- 
ner of the trials, R. C. Stone, finished 
in the top placing in the first series the 
English Speaking Union Cup, but the 
positions changed during the Prince Phil- 
ip Cup series with Stewart taking three 
heats and finishing runner-up to Cuneo. 
Overall in the series the New Zealand 
boats won six heats out of fourteen. 

The Australians were most impressed 
with the finish of the New Zealand boats 
which were of a far higher standard than 
any of the Australian boats. They also 
commented on the very high standard of 
sailing and crewing which had been built 
up in the New Zealand Dragon class as 
a result of attendance at four previous 
Prince Philip Cup contests and the world 
championship in 1967. 

For future development there will be 
an Interdominion championship in Auck- 
land at Easter run over a seven race ser- 
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ies and in March 1970 the Prince Philip 
Cup and second interdominion will be 
held in Adelaide, South Australia. 

It is very obvious that the more boats 
sent from New Zealand to these cham- 
pionships the better. It would have 
clinched the recent contests if we had 
been able to send another boat as Laurie 
Davidson’s performance has been of a 
high standard. He won the seven race 
trial series held just prior to the boats 
leaving for Brisbane. It is interesting to 
look back at the placings in that series— 
Davidson ist, Brown 2nd, Stewart 3rd, 
Stone 4th. The changing pattern of re- 
sults clearly evidences the one design 
characteristics of this class and the high 
standard of competition which is being 
encouraged.

Interdominion 


Sorry there was no report in the March 
issue but with a minor mixup it was im- 
possible for me to get news through in 
time. New Zealand boats didn’t perform 
as well as we hoped but the boys gener- 
ally found it difficult to adjust to the con- 
ditions experienced. All types of weather 
were experienced including drifters which 
forced postponements, and near storms 
which brought 5-6ft waves on Mel- 
bourne’s Port Phillip Bay.

Best New Zealand boats were George 
(Steve Marten and Peter Nees) who fin- 
ished fourth, and Valhalla (Peter Chat- 
field and Murray Elsmore) who finished 
seventh. George won the handicap sec- 
tion run in conjunction with the contest 
and Mecca (Robbie Duckworth and Phil 
Hogg) won the invitation race. Gener- 
ally, there were many hard luck stories 
from our boys and much head scratching.

Ferro-Cement Marine

Mr. E. V. Sayer’s 39 ft La Moutte 
(Seagull) has been surveyed, and 
measured under the R.O.R.C. rules by 
the Onerahi Yacht Club inspectors, and 
she rates just under a One Ton Cup boat. 
She measures just under 40 ft long with 
10 ft 6 in beam and is 27 ft 6 in on the 
waterline. She has raced with success in 
Whangarei. She arrived late from 
Whangarei for the start of the Balokovic 
Cup, but in spite of starting late she 
did pass half of the fleet, and was in 
the middle of the fleet on time, and 
handicap. 


This yacht does not have a waterpipe 
stem or frames. The stem, and frames 
are fabricated from reinforcing steel, 
and then two layers of 4 in wire mesh 
were applied followed by stringers 
spaced 2 in apart followed by two more 
layers of mesh, and another layer of 
stringers, and then more mesh. The 
stringers were approximately 4in in dia- 
meter. 


The outside of the hull was then 
plastered so the plaster was more than 
half way through the mesh, and a fort- 
night later the inside of the hull was 
plastered. 


After the inside of the hull was 
finished the decks, and cabinsides were 
meshed and plastered, and then the ply- 
wood top to the cabin was fastened in 
place, and the plywood bulkheads bolted 
to the plastered frames. As this boat is 
unique in the world at present would 
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La Mouette tied up alongside a jetty at Whangarei 


Mr Sayers send down further details of 
her, because the above specifications are 
purely from memory. 


Mr Sayers designed his yacht for three 
ton of steel, or iron and plaster ballast, 
but after launching more ballast was 
added so here we have a ferro cement 
yacht of conventional R.O.R.C. One 
Ton Cup shape with long overhangs, 
displacing 8% tons with well over 3 
tons of ballast, and competing with 
thoroughbreds even though this boat is 
no complete. As an example she races 
under the handicap of not having hal- 
yard winches, and other costly gear 
needed to win races in this highly com- 
petitive class. No doubt in time more 
equipment will be added to this yacht. 


Mr Sayers has plastered over 20 
ferro-cement yachts and this is the 
second boat he has built for himself, 
so her construction is more than worthy 
of note. 


A Mr. Raymond L. Waddell, 399 
Riverside Drive, Oakville, Ontario, Can- 
ada, has written stating he is most inter- 
ested in hearing from anyone in N.Z. 
who is building a hull in ferro cement or 
ferro-concrete, or who has completed his 
project. 


Mr. Waddell is compiling a compre- 
hensive history of ferro cement construc- 
tion methods, and attainments around 
the world for insertion in the historical 
section of his Ferro Cement Handbook 
No. 3. He has had an extraordinary re- 
sponse to date, and the breadth of ap- 
proach to the problem is unbelievable 
in its variety and geographic spread. He 
would be most grateful for any assist- 


ance which could be provided from N.Z. 
in connection with ferro cement boats, 
and anyone who could send photographs 
of fabrication, construction, or finished 
boats, and the detail of the boats should 
do so, because this will help promote 
N.Z. overseas. 

He would like 10in x 8in black and 
white glossy prints, and a write up of 
the construction methods, and perform- 
ances of the finished boats etc., and he 
would be prepared to pay for the pack- 
aging, postage, and preparation of the 
photos and descriptions.

Recently I have had several en- 
quiries about the conditions of racing 
for the Tiller Trophy so I thought 
that I would repeat them in this column 
for the benefit of those clubs who have 
recently added Flying Ants to their 
fleets. 

The original idea behind the present- 
ation of this challenge trophy was to 
encourage inter-club visiting and racing. 
To a small degree it has been successful 
but not to the extent that I had hoped. 
However Flying Ants are now estab- 
lished in several more clubs about 
Auckland and I hope that while this 
will be too late for action this season, 
there will be more challenges next year. 

Any club which sails Flying Ants 
may challenge the club holding the 
Tiller Trophy under the following con- 
ditions:- 

1. The Trophy can be considered at 
stake at any scheduled normal club race 
being held by the defending club. 

2. There is no need to issue a chal- 
lenge in advance and no challenge may 
be refused except in the case of the 
cancellation of the whole day’s racing. 

3. There is no limit to the number 
of boats which may compete from either 
the challenging club(s) or from the 
defending club. Nor is there any bar to 
more than one club challenging on the 
same day. However points will be al- 
located to the first four boats from 
each club. 

4. Points will be calculated on the 
Olympic low points system. Calculating 
on four boats from each competing 
club. 

5. Should any club, either challeng- 
ing of defending, sail less than four 
boats, the same points shall be allotted 
to the missing boats as for boats start- 
ing and not finishing. 

6. The defending club may, at its 
own choice, make the trophy available 
for challenge at the annual class cham- 
pionship. 

At the time of writing (February) 
the club’ holding the Trophy is 
Bucklands Beach. They have withstood 
several challenges this season. 

One of the factors limiting challenges 
is the fact that skippers are loath to miss 
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a race which counts for a season points 
prize at home. Clubs which may be able 
to challenge next year could make pro- 
vision for this by leaving a couple of 
dates free of races counting for the 
seasons points. 

As can be seen from the conditions 
set out above there is a minimum of 
fuss and bother about a challenge. Just 
check up on the defending club, (phone 
me at 6768M, Howick. if you are not 
sure) gather up as many of your club’s 
Flying Ants as possible and roll up and 
have a go. It makes no odds if you 
bring four boats or forty and if you 
should happen to strike a day when the 
defending club has some of its best 
crews away, well that would be bad 
luck for them — they may not refuse 
the challenge. At the same time the 
defending club is not expected to set 
special courses for a challenge but sail 
them as a normal club race. 

I would like to see the trophy chang- 
ing hands several times a season for 
I am sure that nothing but good would 
come from such an interchange of visits 
between clubs.

From Auckland we hear that the Duke 
of Edinburgh Cup race was sailed in a 
light breeze with 13 boats starting.

Congratulations go to 
Joe Graves and his crew on a very fine 
first season performance. 

The Auckland Provincial champion- 
ship was completed in heavy weather 
conditions. A mishap to the mark boat 
on Saturday led to a somewhat hasty 
decision to abandon the Olympic course 
in favour of the harbour course, to the 
disadvantage of the out-of-town boats, 
but Sunday’s race was sailed over the pro- 
per course. Pinkie sewed up the cham- 
pionship with a second on Saturday and 
another first on Sunday. Fflamingo prov- 
ed her win in the Duke of Edinburgh had 
been no fluke by winning Saturday’s 
race, but retired with a broken shroud 
next day. Ffanfare sailed very steadily 
(4, 3, 5, 3) throughout to be second in 
the championship and take the handicap 
trophy, while Ffirebird was third in the 
championship.

Some remarkable inconsistencies in 
performances resulted from the fickle 
weather for the South Island Restricted 
Moth contest in February at Pigeon 
Bay, Banks Peninsula, venue for the 
next national series in this class. 

But the conditions, which ranged from
